The  outbreak  of  chicken-pox  amons^  the  poultry  flocks  of  the  project 
continues  to  be      rather  serious  problem.     The  most  serious  aspect  of  the 
disease  just  no^^  is  its  probable  effect  upon  the  next  crop  of  turkeys. 
Several  of  the  foundation  flocks  of  turkeys,  ^^'hich  are  depended  upon  for 
the  coming;  year's  crop,  have  contracted  chicken-pox;  and  the  important 
thin-2;  to  do  no"^  is  to  -:;et  the  disease  under  control  or  stamped  out  be-^ore 
the  turkey  e^g,  laying  season  be.^ins  in  March.     Every  effort  is  bein^  put 
forth  by  this  office  to  acouaint  the  poul  trymen  '^'ith  the  serious  aspects 
of  the  disease.    During  the  ^eek  one  article  ^as  contributed  to  the  local 
press  on  this  subject.    Arransiements  ^ere  made  for  vaccinating  poultry  on 
four  farms,  each  of  rhich  inclu-^ed  a  lar-2:e  number  of  turkeys. 

A  second  cooperative  shipment  of  hoss  for  January  •'■"as  assembled 
and  sold  at  Fallon.    Prime  ho£^s  in  this  lot  sold  for  9  cents  per  pound. 
Li^ht  ^.'ei^ht  ho-^s  sold  for  8  cents  per  pound.

Mej-er  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  gave  an  inter- 
esting discussion  on  wool  grades.     Cooperative  marketing  of  ran^-e  wool 
^as  thoroughly  discussed  hy  representatives  of  the  Intermediate  Credit 
Pank  at  Seattle  and  the  pacific  wool  G-ro^ers  Cooperative  Association  of 
Portland.     These  institutions  are  selling  wool  at  good  prices  due  prin- 
cipally to  their  method  of  handling  and  financing  the  wo<!)l  gro'^ers  at  a 
ver5*  low  rate  of  interest,  which  of  course  '^'as  exceedingly  interesting 
to  I daho  sh e  epme  n . 

The  remainder  of  the  ^eek  ^es  spent  on  problems  of  the  of "^^ ice, 
principally  in  answering  local  calls  and  ^'orking  with  the  county  agent 
of  Cassia  County  on  som.e  feeding  schedules  for  various  classes  of  live- 
stock. 

Som.e  sore-mouthed  sheep  -^ere  reported  and  examina.tion  showed  a 
slight  infection  ^hich  is  frequently  fo^ond  in  closely  confined  flocks. 
The  infection  is  confined  to  older  sheep  and  aoout  five  per  cent  of  the 
flock. 

The  agriculturist  has  found  f^o  conveniences  for  drivers  of  ^ord 
Roadsters  ^hich  he  passes  on.     One  is  a  TDOCket  for  carrying  the  side  cur- 
tains  of  the  car,  ^^hich  prevents  their  "t^ear  and  destruction  when  not  in 
^se.     It  is  made  "by  tacking  a  piece  of  top  m.aterial  to  the  side  of  the  car 
next  the  driver's  seat  and  the  emergency  "brake.     It  should  "be  large  enough 
so  that  ^hen  the  curtains  are  folded  in  the  regular  m.anner  they  fit  the 
pocket  closely.     The  large  celluloid  window  in  the  front  curtains  lasts 
longer  if  it  is  divided  into  two  windows  '^ith  a  narro^  strip  (an  inch 
will  do)  of  curtain  m.aterial  'dividing  the  two  ^indo'^s.     This  also  -oermits 
folding  the  curtain  into  shorter  space. 

The  other  convenience  is  the  use  of  a  rod  ^hich  m.akes  the  front 
curtain  on  the  right  open  '^ith  the  '-^oor.     A  ouarter-inch  rod,  "bent  ^ith 
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an  offset  flush  r-ith  the  outside  of  tlie  "bodv  and  ^oac>  to  lap  over  the 
rear  curtain  and  as  hi<h  as  the  top  ^ill  permit  closine;,  is  l:;olted  to 
the  top  of  the  '^oor  near  the  led2;e  ^ith  t^o  stove  holts.    A  strip  of 
cloth  is  seT^ed  to  the  curtain  making:  a.  long  narrow  pocket  for  the  rod. 
The  rear  curtain  should  be  reinforced  alons  the  top  -"ith  a  strip  of  taps 
or  top  material  for  the  sake  of  acl'^.ed  stren^^th.     This  arran2;emer!t  has  the 
a'^vanta^re  of  making  it  possible  to  use  the  regular  ?ord  curtain  Trith  the 
minimum  of  expense  in  attachment  and  is  a  wonderful  convenience  in  use. 
The  writer  has  found  that  the  curtains  ^ith  these  t^o  arrangements  last 
f^ice  as  long.

Upon  invitation 
of  the  county  superintendent,  U-H  club  work  w^s  briefly  outlined  at  the 
same  session. 

A  number  of  interviews  throughout  the  week  were  held  to  interest 
farmers  in  corn  variety  trials  in  order  to  ^et  corn  better  established 
and  thus  provide  better  feed  to  ^0  -"ith  our  alfalfa  hay.

Some  time  has  been  de^^^-oted  durin£;  the  ^eek  ending  January  17  to 
hel^jin-2;  in  the  selection  o-^  herd  bulls  and  in  arranqin^;  -^or  suitable 
exchan5:es.    During  the  ^^eek  four  re-ristered  dairy  bulls  '^ere  placed  at 
the  head  of  dairy  herds,  one  Jersey  and  three  Folsteins. 

Considerable  time  has  been  given  to  chicken-pox  in  the  turkey  and 
chicken  flocks.     Since  the  State  Disease  Control  Board  is  -onable  to  do 
the  vaccination  ""ork,  it  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  this  office.  T^o 
flocks  totaling  U75  turkeys  and  chickens  "-ere  vaccinated,  and  vaccine  ^as 
ordered  for  t^o  more  flocks  to  be  vaccinated  the  coming  -^eek.     One  turkey 
gro'^er  has  reported  ha.ving  chicken-pox  or  conta-::ious  epithelioma  prior  to 
this  outbreak  and  at  the  time  -^hen  his  yo'on^r  turkeys  -^ere  hatching  out. 
He  stated  that  his  young  turkeys  "^ere  verj''  badly  affected  and  required 
almost  constant  marsing  for  t^'O  '^eeks  to  pull  them  throuch  alive.  This 
office  is  doin?  everything  possible  to  prevent  a  general  chicken-pox 
infection  "-hen  the  ne*"  turkeys  come  of-^  this  year. 

On  ?riday  dele-^ates  representing  the  marketing:  division  of  the 
California  Cattlemen's  Association  held  a  meeting  in  Gallon  to  solicit 
membership  and  explain  the  purposes  0^  the  association,  ^hich  are  primarily 
to  market  beef  cattle  for  six  'western  States:  Tashinzton,  Oregon,  Idaho, 
California,  Ivevada,  and  Arizona-     This  oraianization  is  an  outgro'^th  of 
the  Cali'^ornia  Cattlemen's  Association,  and  the  plan  of  operation  v'hich 
is  proposed  seems  to  have  considerable  merit  and  is  attracting  general 
attention  of  beef  producers. 

TJie  vaccination  of  turkeys  and  chickens  continued  during  the  T^eek 
ending  January  2h,     This  of- ice  supervised  the  vaccination  of  three  flocks 
totaling  5^0  fo^ls. 

During  the  past  ^eek  some  time  has  been  ?iven  in  assisting  a  man 
from  Central  California  ^ith  a  farm  lease.

One  is  an  eisht-year-old  imported  ram,  one  a  yearlins:  son  of  the 
imported  ram,  and  one  a  lamh  that  t^as  the  hi2:hest  priced  ram  lamb  at 
the  National  Sale  in  Salt  Lake  last  year.    A  very  ^ood  cut  of  the  flock 
Tras  5:iven,  tiie  price  bein^  $U0  per  head. 

Sixty-seven  head  of  eTres  were  purchased,  and  five  ram  lambs  from 
another  breeder  at  $35  ^  head. 

'Ihe  demand  for  sheep  has  been  so  ^reat  that  prices,  especially 
on  ^rade  stock,  have  adv^^nced  steadily  since  early  fall;  and  the  avail- 
able supply  has  been  alm.ost  entirely  taken  up.

The  shipment  of  Hpmpshire  sheep  from  Cambrid-^e,  Idaho,  arrived  in 
Montrose  Tuesday  m.ornin^  of  the  week  ending  January  2^ .     They  came  throudi 
in  9c  hours  from  the  time  they  '"ere  loaded,  including-  one  short  stop  for 
feed  and  rest  at  Salt  Lake.     The  sheep  ^ere  well  fed  before  bein-^  loaded, 
th^  car  (a  box  car)  having  been  deeply  bedded  with  clean,  dry  straw;  and 
a  --.ood  quantity  of  alfalfa  hay  and  two  tubs  of  packed  sno^  ^ere  put  in 
the  car,  which  permitted  longer  runs  without  injury  to  the  sheep.  They 
came  throus;h  in  fine  shape.     All  the  men  interested  in  the  shipment  were 
on  hand  to  receive  the  stock,  ^rhich  was  divided  into  ten  lots  of  from 
three  to  twenty  head  by  chance  cut.

The  U-H  club  ^ork  in  dairy  cattle  especially  received  much  encour- 
a^rement.    Office  calls  and  interviews  were  held  on  this  matter  and  much 
interest  shown,  especially  in  the  Arlee,  St.  Ignatius,  and  Hound  Butte 
communities.    A  stock- judging  team  -^as  selected  at  Arlee  on  Friday  to 
attend  the  Boys  '  Vocational  Congress  to  he  held  in  Boseman  the  following 
week.    The  agriculturist  found  it  necessary  to  decline  an  invitation 
from  the  county  school  officials  to  chaperone  a  group  of  15  "boys  to  the 
Bozeman  Congress. 

A  Cow-Testing  Association  film  entitled  "The  Conversion  of  Jona- 
thaQ  Barr"  was  secured  and  shown  at  St.  Ignatius  and  Ronan  on  Saturday 
to  lUo  and  250  people  respectively.    The  local  theaters  cooperated  in 
both  cases. 

Poultry  culling  was  demonstrated  and  30  hens  selected  from  a  flock 
for  a  farmer    who  wants  to  build  up  a  flock  of  chickens;  20  hens  were 
rejected.    Two  sick  cows  ^ere  given  attention  for  farmers. 

Eggs  sold  at  U2|  and  butterfat  at  18  to  Uo  cents  this  week,  shoeing 
a  sharp  decline.    Ranch  butter  is  selling'at  37|  cents.

^Practically  two  days  of  the  week  ending  January  31  ^ere  spent  in 
preparing  articles  for  local  papers  on  cost  of  raisin^r  pigs  and  pig  man- 
agement . 

Mr.  W.  R.  Bolen,  district  club  leader,  spent  two  days  with  the 
agriculturist  in  the  interest  of  calf  clubs.    One  dairy  calf  club  is  being 
organized  in  Leclo  community. 

Two  evening  meetings  -ere  held  —  one  the  Holstein  Breeders'  Club 
and  the  other  a  community  meeting  at  Claremont  in  Cassia  County. 

^  On  Saturday  there  ^as  a  meeting  of  the  Minidoka  County  Poultry 
Association,  and  t-^o  demonstrations  were  given  on  feeding  and  management 
Of  laying  hens  —  one  at  the  farm  of  C.  A-  Jones  and  the  other  at  Alfred 
^eison  s.     These  two  flocks  have  been  maintained  at  steady  production  — 
Me  first  at  oO  per  cent  the  last  three  months,  and  the  latter  later 
Hatched  pullets  gradually  brought  up  the  production  to  60  per  cent  at  the 
present  time.    Particular  interest  in  these  t-o  flocks  is  manifest 
because  the  first  has  been  held  constantly  to  a  high  production  with  no 
apparent  danger  to  the  present  time.    The  second  flock  has  been  handled 
according  to  the  Idaho  standard  methods  of  feeding  and  mana^-ement  and 
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"brought  very  gradually  into  production,    T!hese  same  flocks  will  be 
visited  later  to  note  results.

Durins;  the  ^eek  ending  January  3^  two  and  one-half  days  were  spen': 
at  the  University  of  Nevada  attending  the  annual  conference  of  Extension 
workers  in  the  State.    A  program  of  ^ork  for  the  ensuins^  year  was  prepare'^ 
for  the  Extension  workers  during  this  conference. 

The  vaccination  of  chickens  for  chicken-pox  has  required  consid- 
erable time  this  vreek.     Three  flocks  of  chickens  and  turkeys,  numherins; 
in  all  700  "birds,  were  vaccinated;  and  arran.^ements  ^ere  made  for  the 
vaccination  of  four  more  flocks  of  layin,?  hens,  am.ountins;  to  l600.  "Very 
encoura2:ing  reports  have  been  ^iven  thus  far  as  a  resialt  of  the  vaccin- 
ation T^ork. 

During  the  week  some  time  -^as  devoted  to  helping  a  rabbit  grower 
solve  some  of  his  difficulties.     The  disease  coccidiosis  hepatis,  which 
is  common  among  rabbits,  has  shown  up  at  different  times  in  the  breeding 
pe?  s  of  the  rabbit  raisers  of  this  valley  and  has  caused  some  of  them  to 
give  up  the  industry  altogether.     Since  this  disease  is  very  easily  con- 
trc.lled  and  as  rabbit  growing  is  getting  to  be  quite  an  important  industry 
locally,  this  of-f'ice  has  tried  to  acquaint  the  rabbit  growers,  wherever 
opportunity  permitted,  with  this  disease,  which  is  so  disastrous  to  the 
young  rabbits.    Medication  is  of  no  value  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease, 
but  the  strictest  sanitary  measures  have  been  very  efficient  in  controlling 
it  among  local  growers. 

The  disease  is  spread  by  allowing  the  feed  to  become  foul  with  the 
manure  from  affected  rabbits-    Baby  rabbits  raised  in  a  foul  pen  where 
the  doe  has  the  disease  have  a  very  poor  chance  of  surviving.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  strictest  sanitation  is  necessary. 

The  rabbit  industry  has  become  so  important  locally  that  a  number 
of  people  on  small  ranches  are  devoting  their  entire  time  to  the  industry 
and  are  reporting  very  satisfactory  returns.    The  San  Francisco  market 
is  always  ready  to  take  all  that  are  offered  at  a  price  ranging  around 
25  cents  per  pound  hog-dressed.    The  average  rabbit  weighs  about  2^ 
pounds  when  t^o  and  one-half  to  three  months  of  age,  depending  consider- 
ably on  the  method  of  feeding  and  .general  care.    iJLfalfa  hay  furnishes 
the  "bulk  of  the  feed.

During  the  week  ending  January  31  a  meeting  of  the  Dutch  'C'lats 
bull  club  was  held.     The  keeper  of  the  bull  made  a  reiDort  on  the  use  that 
has  been  made  of  him  during  the  year.    Members  of  the' club  used  him  on 
g-bout  35  cows.    Nine  outside  co^s  ^ere  bred  and  either  have  dropped 
calves  or  are  safe  in  calf.     Another  bull  club  ^as  organized  north  of 
Henry  and  a  young  bull  bred  by  the  Experiment  'R'aim  -^as  delivered.  About 
HO  cows  are  owned  by  members  of  this  club. 

The  demand  for  good  cockerels  continues.     At  the  request  of 
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farmers,  assistance  was  given  in  locating  and  selecting  3^  cockerels  this 
week.    Much  of  the  interest  in  flock  improvement  this  spring  may  he 
attributed  to  the  activities  of  the  South  Sioux  Poultry  Association, 
T'hich  was  organized  the  first  of  the  year.     Two  culling  demonstrations 
were  given.    Ahout  285  hens  were  handled  and  SO  culled  out. 

Conferences  were  held  this  week  with  the  county  agents  in  Morrill 
and  Goshen  counties  in  regard  to  dealing  with  local  cheese  factory 
promoters  who  are  provoking;  considerable  excitement  just  now. 

One  cooperative  factory  was  "built  in  Scotts  Bluff  county  last  fall 
and  has  "been  operating  since  October  6.     So  far  the  product  has  been 
selling  locally  at  3^  cents  a  pound  for  five-pound  loaves;  and  the  fac- 
tory has  been  paying  the  patrons  65  to  67  cents  a  pound  for  butterfat  in 
the  "'hole  milk.    So  enthusiastic  have  become  some  of  the  members  that 
they  are  endeavoring  to  interest  every  community  in  building  a  factory. 
In  cooperation  with  county  agents  and  working  throus'h  local  chambers  of 
commerce,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  check  this  propaganda  and  delay  the 
building  of  other  factories,  at  least  until  more  conclusive  data  can  be 
obtained  from  the  one  factory  that  is  now  operating.

T^o  dairy  mee-tin<ss  were  hel-  the  last  of  the  week  at  Arlee  and 
Hound  Butte,  with  Mr.  Tretsven,  Montana  dairy  specialist,  the  chief 
number  on  the  programs.     On  Saturday  forenoon  ^he  directors  of  the  Cow- 
Testing  Association  met,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  association  held  its 
annual  meeting.    I/ir.  Tretsven  and  Mr.  Paisley,  cow  tester,  took  part  in 
bo th  meetin=;s  ,  also  the  agriculturist. 

The  Cow-Testing  Association  was  reorganized  at  the  meeting  Sat- 
urday, and  this  of-'^ice  will  assist  the  directors  during  the  next  few 
weeks  to  complete  the  membership,  as  there  are  still  a  number  of  vacan- 
cies.   The  association  work  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  has  the  support 
of  all  those  ^ho  have  been  in  it  the  past  year,  whether  or  not  they  have 
foun5  it  possible  to  continue  testing  the  comdng  year.     The  yearly  report 
of  the  tester  will  be  available  in  a  short  time. 

Three  more  farmers  have  been  interested  in  conducting  corn  variety 
tests  and  another  hopes  to  be  able  to  put  in  Trebi  barley  as  a  result  of 
sugsestions  from  this  of- ice. 

The  need  of  such  trials  of  barley  and  corn  is  brought  about  by  our 
almost  complete  lack  of  trains  for  feed  for  our  dairy  cattle  and  other 
livestock.     It  is  planned  to  have  at  least  six  different  farmers  in  var- 
ious parts  of  the  project  conduct  corn  variety  trials  with  12  or  more 
varieties  found  best  in  other  northern  section^  of  the  State.     The  State 
extension  agronomist  is  lending  his  support  and  information  in  this  matter. 

One  flock  of  l60  chickens  was  culled  and  the  culling  demonstrated. 
In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  flock  to  50  birds,  71  hens  were  culled  out. 
Having  been  laying  well  and  well  kept,  the  hens  were  of  very  good  quality 
and  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  cull  out  enou^ih  just  now  to  reduce  to  50- 

Considerable  time  ^as  also. devoted  during  the  week  to  conferences 
and  interviews  regarding:  the  gopher  campaign  and  interesting  the  communi- 
ties in  perfecting  their  community  organizations  and  preparing  to  conduct 
an  effective  campaign.    As  a  result,  nearly  all  of  the  project  communi- 
ties b^ve  taken  definite  action  along  this  line. 

Realizing  that  the  farm  ^omen  would  appreciate  suggestions  in  their 
lines  of  endeavor,  as  well  as  the  men  in  theirs,  and  findins  an  opportun- 
ity for  Flathead  and  Lake  Counties  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Home  Demon- 
stration  department  in  conducting  a  xMother's  Camp,  the  agriculturist 
expended  some  effort  the  last  ^eek  to  secure  information  on  suitable 
places  near  the  Flathead  Project  and  acceptable  to  Flathead  County  where 
such  a  camp  might  be  held.    Mrs.  Miller,  wife  of  the  agriculturist,  is 
actively  engaged  in  this  and  plans  to  interest  the  County  Federation  of 
•women's  Clubs  to  take  over  the  active  campaign  from  this  office  for  the 
project  women. 

Butterfat  is  selling  at  38  to  Uo  cents  locally;  e^-^s  are  U2|  cents; 
ranch  butter  is  3?  cents.     The  trend  is  decidedly  downward  in  all  the 
commodities  at  present.

Luring  the  week  ending  February  7  some  attention  was  given  to 
the  development  of  the  cheese-making  industry  of  the  valley.     The  one 
^P^°^y  has  been  operating  since  October  6  is  now  turning  out  about 

ITO  pounds  of  cheese  a  day,  and  the  product  is  selling:  locally  in  5-pound 
loaves  at  30  cants  a  pound  wholesale.     The  merchants  are  retailing  it  at 
^  cents. 
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Marketing  the  cheese  at  this  price  without  any  expense  has  enahled 
the  cooperative  factory  to  Day  the  ■f'armers  65  to  67  cents  a  pound  for 
"butterfat  in  the  T^hole  milk.     In  order  to  '2;et  this  price,  farmers  as  far 
out  as  15  miles  from  the  factory  are  hauling  in  their  milk.    At  the  pre-j- 
ent  time,  I  think,  there  is  no  place  in  the  rural  "district s  of  the  valle,- 
'There  there  are  as  many  as  ])00  dairy  co^s  ^vithin  a  distance  of  four  mile^ 
there  are  probably  less  than  3OO  Trithin  that  distance  of  the  present  fa';- 
tory. 

Enthused  over  the  success  of  the  present  factory  so  far,  the  m.an- 
as^er  and  a  few  others  who  were  instrumental  in  or^2;anizin2;  it  have  >een 
advocatin.a;  the  Mildins;  of  ten  or  eleven  other  factories  in  different 
parts  of  the  valley  ri-T^ht  a'^'ay,  even  before  the  product  of  the  present 
factory  has  been  of-^ered  on  any  other  than  the  local  market*     T^hat  seems 
to  '^e  Jioins;  a  little  too  fast. 

Conferences  ^^ere  held  this  ^-eek  "^ith  the  mana-^^er  and  a  few  of  the 
most  influential  mem'^^ers  of  the  chambers  of  commerce  with  the  view  of 
inducine:  them  to  delay  the  or^ranizins;  of  other  factories  until  a  thorough 
investiixation  has  been  made  of  the  marketin*?  end  of  the  business.  Such 
an  investigation  is  now  being  made  and  active  "^ork  to'^ard  organizing 
fact-)ries  is  suspended  for  a  time  at  least.

TTeather  conditions  for  the  Ne^lands  Project  have  "been  especially 
favorsHe  for  the  past  fe^  "reeks.     There  has  heen  very  little  freezinpz: 
'"eather  since  the  first  of  the  year.     This  has  enahled  the  farmers  to 
"'ork  their  land.     The  level in^z:  of  ne^  land  and  the  preparation  of  2;rain 
land  has  heen  iroins;  on  continuously  through  most  of  the  v'inter. 

Hhe  farmers  of  the  project  have  heen  quite  anxious  ahout  the  f^'ater 
supply  until  the  past  thirty  days,  hut  durin.?  this  time  heav^?-  storms  have 
'■rou-:i:ht  the  precipitation  to  ahout  normal  in  the  mountains.     It  is  now 
^'enerally  believed  that  there  ■^ill  he  no  shorbaeje  of  ^--^ater  in  any  part 
of  the  project  this  comin^^  season.     Lake  Tahoe,  which  was  lo^^ared  helo'.^ 
the  outlet  into  the  Truckee  River  hy  pumpin,2;  durin?;  the  previous  summer, 
is  norr  discharsiin.^  a  good  flo'^'  of  water  into  the  river.     This  has  greatly 
encouraged  the  ?ernley  hench  farmers,  ''^ho  depend  on  the  Truckee  River  for 
their  ^ater  supply. 

Daring  the  past  week  several  inquiries  were  ans'^ered  regarding 
sterility  in  dairy  cows,  and  in  two  cases  the  luga.l  irri^^ation  treatment 
'^as  siven.    These  treatments  have  proven  heneficial  in  a  large  nwher  of 
Cases  and  have  saved  many  of  the  project  cows  from  heing  sent  to  the 
^utcher.     The  opinion,  ho^^ever,  is  becoming  very  general  that  sterility 
m  hi 2ih -producing  cows  can  he  attributed  to  a  shortage  of  minerals  in  the 
^<^dy.    Experiments  are  verifying  this  theory.     The  large  number  of  ster- 
ility cases  in  dairy  herds,  where  corral  feeding  on  cured  feeds  is  prac- 
ticed, indicates  that  there  must  he  something  wrong  with  the  animal's 
nutrition.    Orass  pastures,  and  in  addition  a  mineral  ra^tion  fed  as  a 
supplement  to  alfalfa  hay,  is  sus:;gested  as  a  remedy  for  hreedin*^  troubles. 
This  vriii       advocated  on  the  Kewlands  project  this  year.     "Prom  a  feeding 
s-andpoint  grass  pastures  are  an  advantage  because  they  cut  do^'n  the  labor 
harvesting  and  feeding.

Belle  Eourche 

During  the  week  ending  February  21  with  two  Federal  veterinarians 
in  the  field  all  the  sheep  of  the  project  and  of  the  surrounding  tribu- 
tar^^countyy  have  ''^een  examined  for  scabies.     The  situation  ^hile  bad  is 
not/serious  and  spread  as  generally  as  ^^as  at  first  thought.    All  diseased 
sheep  are  located  on  the  project,  which  ^ill  facilitate  dipping.  Scabies 
is  evident  in  11  bands  of  sheep.     These  nands  have  been  quarantined  as 
have  five  yards  which  are  infected.    Dippins:  will  begin  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits  and  will  be  supervised  by  Federal  inspectors.     The  sit- 
uation has  improved  remarkably  since  last  -^all  when  nearly  25  bands  of 
sheep  showed  scabies.    Dipping  during  the  fall  and  winter  has  cleaned  up 
half  the  infected  bands  and  also  proved  that  proper  dipping:  will  eradicate 
the  disease.     Now  with  efficient  supervision  of  all  dippirig  vats  there  is 
no  reason  why  scabies  cannot  be  totally  eradicated  from  all  the  sheep 
before  summer. 

Butterfat  is  bringing  30  cents  per  pound  at  the  local  cream  sta- 
tions; eggs,  22  cents  per  dozen.     The  retail  price  of  creamery  butter  is 
50  cents  per  pound,  and  dairy  butter  sells  for  U5  cents  per  pound.

T^o  additional  members  ^ere  secured  and  t'^j 
more  good  prospects  '^ere  located.  Various  questions  as  to  stalls,  silos, 
stanchions,  feeds,  poultry  mating,  etc.,  rere  -^iven  attention  during  farm 
calls . 

A  meeting  of  the  Ronan  people  '^as  called  in  an  attempt  tO  get  the 
community  locally  interested  in  fretting  to^'^ther  on  local  problems,  but, 
in  accord  "-ith  tradition,  pro^^ress  along  this  line  ^^as  very  limited. 
Pablo  community  '"as  organized  during  the  'reek,  and  also  Reservoir  Valley, 
to  conduct  a  gopher  eradication  campaign. 

The  gopher  eradication  campai2;n  has  the  cooperation  of  the  Siolog- 
ical  Survey,  '"hich  Till  send  a  man  to  superintend  the  mixing  and  distri- 
bution of  poison.    Mr.  Stephl ,  leader  of  Rodent  Control,  Bozem.an,  Montana, 
has  furnished  much  valuable  information  and  many  good  suggestions.

This  ^ater  srass  is  a  very  troublesome  weed  fo"^  the  rice  sto'^bt  ,  "but  it 
yields  heavy  in  seed  and  forage;  and  it  is  hoped  tha-  the  carrying  capac- 
ity of  this  overflow  land  will  he  £;reatly  increased  hy  seeding  it  to  this 
a:rass.    One  farmer  of  the  same  district  has  also  ordered  a  quantity  of 
this  seed  for  planting  on  some  land  '^hich  is  subject  to  overflow.  These 
experiments  will  he  carefully  matched  and  if  the  plantings  are  successful, 
there  ^ill  no  doubt  be  considerable  areas  of  low  and  flooded  alkali  lands 
planted  to  this  pasture  crop. 

Durin,^  the  past  week  one  article  ^as  prepared  for  the  local  press 
on  the  subject  of  corn  srowins:  on  the  project.

^ill  be  tested  also  and  their  records  compared  with  the  records  of  their 
dams.    The  plan  will  be  not  only  to  test  the  milk  and  keep  production  rec- 
ords, but  also  to  discuss  T^ith  the  club  members  individually  and  in  croups 
the  ?dvantaees  of  proper  feeding  and  care. 

Culling;  demonstrations  were  2;iven  on  five  farms  this  week,  and  t'^o 
breeding  pens  were  selected.    A  total  of  92S  hens  "-ere  handled  and  185 
''ere  discarded.    Culling  dem.onstra tions  seem  to  be  one  of  the  very  best 
'^ays  of  stimulating  interest  in  poultry. 

A  50C-word  article  on  bull  clubs  and  building  up  dairy  herds  was 
prepared  for  the  local  press.

Tb.e  report  for  the  week  ending  February  21  is  as  follo^^s: 
A  two-day  poultry  school  '^as  held  by  the  State  Extension  Service  in 
Po'^ell  on  the  2Cth  and  21st.     The  first  day  was  devoted  to  turkeys,  and 
the  specialist  discussed  selecting,  mating,  incubation,  and  feeding.  About 
125  people  were  present,  and  a  ^reat  deal  of  interest  ^as  taken  in  the  dis- 
cussion.   The  second  day  was  devoted  to  chickens,  and  almost  as  much  inter- 
est ^as  taken  in  the  chicken  meeting.     In  the  evening  the  motion  picture, 
"The  ^ooly  77est"  was  shown.     It  attracted  a  large  crowd,  partly  because  it 
"^as  taken  in  this  county  and  the  "old  timer''  is  a  well  known  sheep  man. 

I  attended  two  of  the  largest  sales  that  ^ill  be  held  on  the  project 
^^is  year.    Machinery  and  furniture  sell  fairly  well.    Horses  and  cattle 
are  slow,    ^he  best  team  of  mules  that  I  have  seen  sold  this  year  brought 
5250  for  the  team,  and  the  best  team  of  horses  $180.     Fairly  good  milk 
cows  sell  at  $U0  to  $50. 

^  Both  alfalfa  mills  are  closed.  Standard  alfalfa  hay  is  selling  for 
■.>o.00  f.o.b.  Powell.  A  great  many  farmers  have  very  little  stock  and  must 
sell  their  hay.    Some  hay  '^ill  probably  be  held  over.

During  the  -'eek  endinfr  February  21  milk  tests  ^^ere  run  on  seven 
herds  and  production  records  computed.     Several  men,  as  well  as  members 
of  a^^ricultural  classes  of  local  high  school,  "^ere  interviewed  relative 
to  forming  a  cow-testing  club  in  '^hich  the  hieh  school  boys  ^ould  act  in 
the  same  capacity  as  the  tester  of  a  re^oilar  co^-testing  association, 
except  that  each  boy  would  be  responsible  for  but  one  herd  and  all  testiridf 
'Tould  be  done  under  supervision.    A  small  fee  would  be  charged  for  each 
00^  tested,  the  money  raised  to  be  paid  the  boys  doing  the  ^ork.     Six  mev-. 
have  signified  that  they  would  take  up  the  plan  if  boys  can  be  found  to 
carry  it  on.    Men  already  keeping  records  in  cooperation  '"ith  this  office, 
as  far  as  they  have  been  interviewed,  have  express-ed  a  preference  for  i2ae 
present  plan. 

The  annua.l  meeting  of  the  local  Tool  Growers  »  Association  was  at- 
tended.   Officers  and  directors  were  elected  and  matters  of  current  inter- 
est discussed.    The  assistance  of  this  office  ^ss  requested  in  interesting 
owners  of  small  farm  flocks  of  sheep  to  affiliate  ^ith  the  association, 
which  some  of  them  have  already  agreed  to  do. 

A  meeting  of  local  seed  dealers  '"as  attended  by  request  to  discuss 
pasture  grass  mixtures,  etc.    The  dealers  voluntarily  decided  to  cooperate 
in  making  a  special  price  during  the  month  of  April  on  the  five  varieties 
of  pasture  grasses  contained  in  the  "Morton  pasture  grass  mixture"  as  an 
inducement  to  farmers  to  seed  pastures  and  to  use  this  particular  mixture. 

The  annual  Corn  and  Potato  Sho^  w^s  held  at  Ola  the  on  Triday  and 
Saturday,  a  one-day  farmers'  institute  being  held  in  connection  with  the 
"?how,  at  which  the  demonstration  asent  was  asked  to  discuss  co^  testing 
in  relation  to  improvement  of  dairy  cattle.    Extremely  bad  roads  cut  down 
both  attendance  and  exhibits  at  the  show,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  event 
'^as  considered  quite  successful . 

A  visit  was  made  to  a  hatchery  which  is  being  established  in  the 
Olathe  section.    A  large  electric  incubator  is  being  installed  and  several 
smaller  machines  are  in  operation.    The  owner  is  trying  to  secure  eggs 
from  only  the  best  purebred  flocks,  planning  to  contract  with  flock  owners 
that  they  use  the  best  males  obtainable.    Prices  asked  for  chicks  are  1^ 
?nd  l6  cents.     Orders  are  being  received  faster  than  eggs  can  be  secured 
and  prospects  are  good  for  a  successful  business,  which  will  be  a  real 
asset  to  the  project  as  there  has  been  a  strong  demand  for  chicks  which 
has  been  filled  heretofore  from  outside  points.    One  poultry  demonstrator 
^as  visited  and  arrangements  made  to  select  his  breeding  pens. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  to  start  dairy  records  with  a  dairyman 
near  Delta. 

Markets  are  about  the  same  as  last  report,  except  that  esi^s  have 
dropped  to  25  cents  and  hogs  have  advanced  to  around  $11.25  at  Denver. 
Butterfat  in  first-grade  cream  has  hel'd  at  35  cents  since  the  first  of 
the  month,    a  letter  from  Mr.  Cline  gives  butterfat  prices  on  the  Newlands 
Project  as  kf  cents  to  U8|  cents  on  February  9  to  ik,  which  seems  like 
too  ffreat  a  difference  in  favor  of  I'e'^lands  dairymen.    A  reason  for  the 
difference  is  not  assigned.

Daring  the  twenty-one  day  period  ending  March  7  the  following 
meteorological  dat?  have  "been  recorded:    Temperatures,  maxiiuura  87  on 
March  U,  minim'om  3^  on  Tehruary  27  and  March  1;  greatest  daily  range  Ul 
on  Tehruary  25;  precipitation,  trace  Tebruary  15 >   ^03  inch  February  22; 
fifteen  days  ^ith  clear  sky  and  six  days  cloudy. 

No  rain  of  consequence  has  fallen  in  this  re.?ion  since  Decemher  2, 
and  the  upper  soil  on  land  of  all  types  o^  cultural  treatments  is  so  dry 
that  corn  planting  is  impractical.    A  very  few  farmers  have  planted  in 
dry  soil  in  the  hope  of  securing  an  earlier  emer.<^ence  ^hen  rainfall  comes. 
The  probability  of  having  this  seed  destroyed  by  birds,  rodents,  and 
insects,  and  the  resultant  poor  stands,  makes  the  advisability  of  this 
practice  doubtful. 

It  is  believed  that  Johnson  grass  eradication  on  several  heavily 
infested  fields  on  the  station  has  been  greatly  ad-^^anced  by  frequent  deep 
culiiivation  '^ith  the  disk  and  spring- tooth  harrows. 

A  planting  of  Cynadon  incomple tus  (a  Beirnuda  grass  Hiich  has  shown 
considerable  promise  in  our  grass  nursery)  "^as  made  February  17  and  18  in 
the  pasture  east  of  the  fj-^rm  buildinss.     Sections  of  the  ^rass  ^^ere  scat- 
tered at  frequent  intervals  in  -^urrows  and  covered  by  back-burrowing.  A 
temporary  fence  ^^as  erected  around  this  plat;  and  if  a  stand  is  secured, 
the  value  of  the  grass  for  use  in  dry-land  pasture  will  be  studied. 

7ork  done  on  the  station  has  included  the  pruning  of  orchards, 
vineyards,  and  ornamentals;  spreading  compost  on  the  farmstead  lawn; 
disking  all  rotation  plats  to  be  planted  to  corn;  disking  fields  C3,  C5, 
D3,  and  ?3;  straightening  the  cement-post  fence  along  the  "^est  side  of 
the  farm;  making  garden  and  nursery  plantings;  building  new  cess  pools  at 
the  farm  residence  and  laborer's  cottage;  rebuilding  and  repairing  machin- 
ery sheds;  taking  soil  samples  in  oat  plats;  and  grinding  feed.

Part  of  one  day  was  spent  ^'ith  Dr.  Dunn,  our  local  veterinarian,  in 
tubercular  testing  work;  f^o  community  meetings  ^ere  attended  and  one  club 
meeting;  one  flock  of  poultry  was  culled,  and  a  breeding  pen  selected;  and 
DTitterfat  tests  ^ere  run  for  t^o  dairj.'men. 

With  practically  all  the  seed  corn  from  tiie  I92U  crop  of  corn 
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shoeing  a  ^^eTmination  test  "belo^  S5  per  cent,  ne*^  sources  of  seed  corn 
have  teen  fo^-ind.     Several  lots  of  selected  1923  corn,  testin-5j  95  V^"^ 
cent  and  better,  have  been  located.     Gemination  tests  for  six  farmers 
'"ere  made  during  the  "-eek,  and  in  all  cases  the  germination  ^a.s  ^eak. 
The  poor  germinating  qualities  of  the  192U  crop  of  corn  are  no^  general • 
understood.     The  local  seed  (dealers  are  having  all  their  corn  tested;  an. 
they  hope  to  obtain  a  sufficient  supply  of  1923  seed,  gro^  locally,  to 
supply  the  needs  during  the  coming  spring.

The  articles  prepared  and  published  recently  in  the  local  papers 
by  this  office  on  the  subjects  of  breeding  troubles  and  mineral  rations 
for  dairy  cattle  have  brought  forth  considerable  discussion.     Three  of 
the  local  retail  stores  have  laid  in  a  supply  cf  steamed  bene  flour,  and 
they  report  many  sales  to  the  dairj'men.     Some  cf  the  dairymen  feed  this 
bone  flour  in  a  mineral  mixture  consisting  of  bone  flour,  ^■'"ood  ashes, 
and  air  slaked  lime;  some  feed  the  bone  flour  alone.     Attention  has  been 
called  to  herds  '^ith  abnormal  appetites  that  readily  eat  the  above  min- 
eral mixture  mentioned..,  rhiie  som.e  herds  rill  not  eat  the  mineral  mixture 
or  bone  flour  unless  it  is  mixed  ^ith  a  little  ground  feed. 

It  ^ill  be  of  considerable  in-erest  to  dairymen  of  this  valley  to 
observe  the  results  that  are  obtained  along  the  line  of  relief  for  breed- 
ing troubles  rith  the  use  of  these  mineral  rations.

Farm-ers  are  doing  considerable  field  ^''ork.     Frost  is  out  of  the 
s;round  deep  enough  to  permit  plowing  to  be  done.     Tlie  soil  is  very  dry, 
and  the  alfalfa  land  '^-ill  need  irrigating  before  it  can  be  rorked.

During  the  week  ending  February  28  blood  samples  "-ere  taken  from 
a  flock  of  '^vhite  Leghorns  near  Delta  to  test  for  Tnite  Diarrhoea.  This 
is  an  exceptionally  good,  flock.  tJo  disease  is  suspected,  but  the  o^rner 
wishes  to  be  sure  that  the  flock  is  clean.    Tro  other  flocks  -"'ere  culled. 

A  trip  ^as  made  to  G-rand  Junction  the  latter  part  of  the  '"eek  v^ith 
a  Delta  County  farmer  to  select  a  Jersey  bull.     Several  of  the  best  Jersey 
herds  '^•ere  visited;  and  a  five-months'  old  calf,  ^ell  bred  and  of  good 
type,  was  secured.     The  same  man  has  asked  to  have  his  herd  put  on  the 
regular  monthly  m.ilk  test,  and  he  plans  to  seed  a  pasture  as  soon  as  he 
Can  do  so .    A  number  of  co^s  listed  for  sale  at  G-rand  Junction  '^ere  in- 
spected for  men  at  Montrose  ^ho  ^ish  to  buy  co^^'S,  and  other  bulls  ^ere 
examined  for  a  m.an  at  Delta  ^ho  T^ants  to  make  an  exchange. 

Barn  plans  ^ere  furnished  a  dair7/man  near  Delta,  ^ho  expects  to 
build  as  soon  as  financial  conditions  ^ill  permit.     This  man  has  acxiuired 
a  small  herd  of  purebred  dairy  cows  and  has  started  a  small  acreage  of 
pasture . 

The  only  chansie  in  market  quotations  of  sr.y  consequence  this  reek 
is  the  advance  on  hogs,  the  Denver  price  having  passed  12  cents. 

Poultry  '^ork  has  occupied  a  large  portion  of  the  time  during  the 
T^eek  endin£c  March  J.     The  demand  for  culling  continues  to  be  heaA^  at 
this  time  of  the  year  in  spite  of  the  emphasis  that  has  al"^ays  been  put 
on  fall  culling.

Eiajht 
flocks  have  "been  inspected  durina;  the  ^eek,  and  "blood  samples  ^"ere  taken 
from  one  flock  for  '.Thite  Diarrhoea  test.    A  report  on  the  samples  sent 
to  the  State  A^iricnl tural  Collea;e  for  test  l^st  "'eek  showed  three  re- 
actors.   A  mjmber  of  calls  '^ere  made  in  the  interest  O'*'  a  poultry  cluh 
in  8  district  '^^here  this  '^'ork  has  never  been  undertaken. 

One  of  the  largest  dairies  of  the  project  ^as  offered  for  pale 
this  ^eek.     The  co^s  are  principally  registered  Guernseys.  Another 
local  dairyman  "^as  taken  to  see  the  herd  and  shom  records  of  the  indi- 
vidual co^s,  the  herd  having  been  on  test  throueh  this  office  '*='or  the 
p8St  ye??r  as  '^ell  as  holding  a  number  of  o^^icial  records.     Th.e  sale  of 
all  the  producing  stock  ^'as  e-^-^ected  at  once,  and  the  youn^  stock  ^ill 
be  sold  at  public  auction  next  ^eek.     The  former  o^ner  is  leaving  the 
project  to  en^ra2;e  in  business  in  Denver.    A  shipment  of  purebrt'd  Iviilkin^- 
Shorthorns ,  just  brou2:ht  into  the  project  from  the  "Eastern  Slope  of  Col- 
orado, '^a'ss  inspected,  and  the  o^ner  ^as  advised  res-ardin^:  treatment  of 
these  and  other  cattle  on  the  place  for  lice,  ^'hi-jh  he  had  juj^t  discov- 
ered.   This  man  has  recently  built  a  lar2;e  (for  this  country)  barn  a.nd 
silo  and  is  installing  a  milking  machine. 

A  Delta  dairyman  ^as  advised  re€;?>rdine  a  purebred  J'ersey  bull  in 
^'hich  he  ^as  interested  and  ^hich  he  '^ill  probably  secure.  Assistance 
'^as  requested  in  making?  a  proposed  shipment  of  dairy  cattle  from  Ic^a , 
'^here  some  attractive  prices  are  bein^  made  on  a  Jersey  herd  said  to  be 
of  hi^h  Quality.    Correspondence  has  been  started  to  learn  more  about 
the  stock  from  disinterested  parties.    Another  man  near  Delta  is  contem- 
platinp;  the  establishment  of  a  lar^e  dain^  to  supply  the  a;reater  part  of 
the  milk  for  the  city  of  Delta  and  has  asked  assistance  in  buying;  stock 
and  equipment.

An  increase 
m  the  acrea.Te  of  ^aterm-elons  .^^nd  can t^^loupes  "^ill  also  tend  to  minimize 
a?iy  expansion  in  the  cotton  plantings. 

"'^e  past  "^inter  season  has  been  nuite  s\iccess-^ul  to  lettuce  2;ro^ers.

Belle  ?ourche 

.T^ree  flocks  of  poultry  ^ere  culled  durinsc  the  v^eek  ending  March 
lU,  and  three  "breeding  pens  ^^ere  selected  from  among  the  "best  hirds.  Two 
cockerels  were  placed  at  one  farm. 

The  agriculturist  was  called  to  a  ranch  some  25  miles  east  of  the 
Project  to  inspect  a  band  of  sheep.     These  sheep  '^ere  hadly  infected  with 
scabies,  and  preparations  are  being  made  to  dip  them  immediately  to  save 
the  wool  crop.    This  outbreak  was  caused  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  sheep 
that  went  through  the  Newell  yards  last  fall.     Six  bands  of  sheep  from 
Project  farms  were  inspected,  but  no  further  evidence  of  scabies  ^as  dis- 
covered.   There  are  only  eleven  bands  of  sheep  showing  the  slightest 
symptoms  of  scabies,  or  bands  that  have  been  exposed  which  are  to  be 
dipped  lander  Federal  supervision  following  shearing.     It  has  been  foujid 
to  be  an  excellent  policy  to  dip  all  bands  of  sheep  once  a  year.    The  most 
effective  time  to  dip  is  after  shearing;  and,  ^here  care  is  used  to  prevent 
"bijunming"  of  the  lambs  by  the  ewes,  this  practice  is  most  satisfactory. 
Ti6ks  and  occasionally  lice  are  sometimes  present,  and  they  are  a  constant 
annoyance  and  loss  to  the  sheep.    Our  best  sheepmen  consider  annual  dip- 
pin^  very  prof ita'ipl^e  and  almost  necessary. 

Twenty-si?/ i^ples  were  galhered  and  tested.    One  dain/man  is  feed- 
ing oats  to  his  cows  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  of  grain  to  three  of  milk; 
another  has  been  feeding  soft  corn  of  umier  chant  able  quality.    With  butter- 
fat  here  from  5  'to  10  cents  belo*^  the  prices  received  on  the  other  pro- 
jects, it  will  be  of  interest  to  find  out  how  much  a;rain ,  if  any,  can  be 
fed  to  dairy  cows. 

Two  club  meet-infrs  were  attended  during  the  week  and  one  community 
meeting.    Germination  tests  of  seed-corn  ^ere  m.ade  for  six  farmers;  four 
of  the  tests  showed  seed  unfit  for  planting.    A  large  supply  of  1923  seed 
has  been  obtained  that  is  satisfactory  for  local  needs. 

Butterfat  advanced  from  30  to  3^  cents  during  the  week;  eggs  remain 
at  20  cents  per  dozen.

The  Lake 
County  Affiliated  Clubs  held  their  monthly  meeting  on  Wednesday  and  took 
favorable  action  on  the  County  Fair  and  Farm  Tours  proposed  for  this  sijm- 
mer.    A  Project  Uth  of  July  picnic  was  discussed  and  made  an  item  of  "bus- 
iness for  the  next  meeting.    Five  press  articles  ^ere  prepared  for  the 
local^papers . 

Mr.  Benson,  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  was  ^iven  cow-testing 
association  and  general  dairy  facts  to  incorporate  in  s  leaflet  he  is 
preparina;  for  the  Flathead  project. 

The  Forestry  Department  in  Missoula  was  visited, and  landlords  were 
interviewed  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  cooperation  with  tenants  in 
cow-testing  association  work.    It  was  planned  to  obtain  data  on  the  Pro- 
ject from  the  Forestry  office,  #iich  had  conducted  the  census  taken  this 
winter.    The  Agriculturist  was  referred  to  the  proper  offices  for  this 
information. 

Irrigated  pasture  mixture  was  given  to  the  Mission  farm,  and  the 
management  of  rocky  soils  was  discussed  with  the  owners.    Further  progress 
was  also  made  in  the  corti  variety  tests.    Management  of  a  dairy  herd  and 
breeding  procedure  was  discussed  at  length  with  one  farmer.

This 
off  ice,  cooperated  with  him  to  find  5oui\.able  men  to  properly  mix  the  poison 
and  be  responsible  for  details  connev^t^d  therewith,     lie  Indian  Irrigation 
Service  is  also  cooperating  whole  heax'tedly  in  this  work.    Numerous  de- 
tails of  the  Campaign  were  attended  to  aad  various  agencie'S  were  coordin- 
ated.   A  community  meeting  was  attended  at  the  Mountain  View  school  at 
'^ich  the  work  of  this  office  and  the  gopher  campaign  in  particular  were 
explained;  initial  steps  wure  taken  to  organize  that  community  for  more 
effective  work. 

Several  days  were  also  spent  in  work  connected  with  the  Cow-Testing 
Association , whose  membership  now  requires  2^4  days'  work.    Two  more  days' 
^ork  are  to  be  secured,  it  is  hoped,  so  that  a  full  month  will  be  provided 
for  the  tester.    One  new  member  was  secured,  and  there  is  one  other  excel- 
lent prospect. 

Several  farmers  made  inquiry  about  irrigated  pasture  seed  mixtures 
tod  were  assisted  in  securing  the  seeds. 

The  Agriculturist  met  with  the  Fair  Premium  Committee  to  work  out 
tbe  premium  list  for  the  juniors  and  school  departments. 

One  farmer  was  assisted  in  locating  and  arranging  to  purchase  a 
purebred  Guernsey  ball  calf,  and  two  other  farmers  were  advised  on  con- 
templated dairy  cow  purchases.

^edrxesday  evening  of  the  i^eek  ending;  March  lU  a  farmers  '  meeting 
vas  attended  in  the  ICortham  district, and  a  talk  ras  made  on  commercial 
rp'b'bit  prociuction,  upon  tlie  invitation  of  the  farmers  of  that  district. 
"Thirty  people  "^ere  present  and  practically  all  of  them  were  interested  in 
commercial  raohit  production.    This  attendance  may  oe  taken  as  an  indica- 
tion of  the  importance  of  this  industry  in  this  locality.  Eog-dresscd 
ra"b"bits  have  "been  selling  in  3a.n  Francisco  at  prices  from  25  cents  to  23 
cents  per  pound.     This  price  for  raohits  has  averaged  only  t^o  or  three 
cents  less  thail  the  price  for  live  chickens  on  the  same  market.  Since 
ra'b'bits  are  fed  almost  entirely  On  alfalfa  hay,  they  make  a  very  profit- 
able  return  to  the  grower. 

During  the  -^eek  a  trip  ^as  made  to  one  of  the  ralDhit  farms  in  the 
a^ove  district,  ^here  there  ^ere  1,000  fattenins:  rahbits  in  one  lar^e  pen. 
this  £n:ower  devotes  his  entire  time  to  rahhit  production.    He  has  perfect- 
ed hutches  "built  ose"'a''3ove  the  other  and  end  to  end  in  lone;  rows.  These 
hutches  are  made  so  that  they  are  quickly  cleaned  and  so  thnt  the  nest 

boxes  are  outside  O"^  the  hutches  proper  and  very  accessible.    One  of  the 
biaisest  problemiS  in  commercial  rabbit  sjrowin.g  is  proper  housine;  to  insure 
sanitation  and  reduce  the  labor  to  the  minimum. 

Som.e  experim.ents  are  planned  for  the  coming  season  -^or  the  benefit 
of  rabbit  grc^ers  of  the  project.     The  object  of  these  experim.ents  win 
ba  to  determ.ine  the  rates  and  costs  of  producing  gains  in  rabbits  on 
alfslfa  hay  and  on  alfalfa  hay  supplemented  ^ith  grain.     The  advantages 
of  feeding  does  on  alfalfa  ^ith  and  without  grain  will  also  be  studied. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  with  a  comiXiercial  grower  to  carry  on  this

combatting  black-head  In  tvakeys  and  on  'che  growing  of  a  late  crop  of 
turkeys  by  farmers  not  regularly  in  uie  turkey-breeding  business.

The  consistent 
increase  in  yields  o-''  alfal"*^a  hay  fromi  the  use  of  a  top  dressing  of  acid 
phosphate  has  resulted  in  several  car-loads  of  this  fertilizer  heing  ap- 
plied to  alfalfa,  lands.     The  average  rate  of  application  is  approximately 
300  pounds  per  acre. 

Station  ^ork  performed  during  the  ^eek  consisted  of  planting  pimia 
cotton  on  the  rotations;  harvesting  the  first  cutting  of  alfalfa  hay  on 
the  fertilizer  and  variety  test  plats;  planting  cuttings  of  grapes,  pom.e- 
^ranites,  figs,  oleanders,  roses,  and  crepe  myrtle  in  nursery  ro^s;  pol- 
lenating  and  pruning  dates;  general  irrigating  and  cultivating.

"bands  can  "be  closely  watched  and  the  dissemination  of  scabies  prevented. 

Some  proi^i'ess  was  made  towards  the  future  organization  of  a  cow- 
testing- association.    "5^or  some  time  the  a^iricul turist  has  tried  to  form 
such  an  association  on  the  Project,  "but  a  lack  of  sufficient  dairymen 
prevented  it.    Now  it  is  planned  to  take  In  more  territory  and,  with  the 
help  of  the  county  a^jents  in  adjdinin^^  couhties,  a  testing  association 
is  likely  to  he  formed  thi&  summer. 

'Hie  price  of  hutterfat  has  heeh  unreasonably  low  this  winter.  Dur- 
ing the  last  ^eek  the  creamery  at  Belle  Fourche  started  some  com.petition 
in  bidding  for  Cream,  with  the  tesult  that  butterfat  continued  at  3^ 
cents,  which  it  reached  durins;  the  close  of  the  previous  week  and  even 
advanced  to  Ul  cents  on  Saturday  of  this  week.    This  price  is  very  encour- 
aslng  and  st'Sanulating  to  tiie  dairy  business.    Egi^s  remain  at  20  cents  per 
dozen.

This  is  the  first 
real  ^rood  meeting  the  P.onan  coiTj:'ii;rxity  has  had,  and  it  may  open  the  way  -For 
a  better  j^eneral  community  spirit  and  orrraniza tion.     The  stray  cayuse  pest 
situation  was  also  considered  at  the  meetin??;. 

Considerable  time  was  used  m  chai*tin2"  supplemental  Cow-Testing 
Association  data  from  the  records  of  the  cow  tester.    The  Cow-Testing  As- 
sociation annual  report  was  also  completed  in  cooperation  ^ith  the  cow 
tester,  and  these  are  now  available  for  distribution. 

Nineteen  cf  the  2"(C  cows  in  the  association  produced  over  UCO  pounds 
of  butterfat  during  the  year.    Only  10  of  the  19  received  any  grain. 
These  ten  received  an  average  of  only  $l6,UU  worth  of  grain.    Of  the  other 
9  c(iws»  k  received  only  alfalfa  h^y  and  pasture;  and  the  other  5  received 
alfalfa  hay  and  corn  silage  ^ith  practically  no  pasture  at  all.     The  k 
co^^s  receiving  only  alfalfa  hay  and  pasture  averaged  ^57-07  pounds  fat, 
produced  at  a  cost  of         cents  per  pound;  the  5  receiving  alfalfa  and 
some  corn  silage  and  very  little  pasture  averaged  UlU.^  pounds  fat,  pro- 
duced'^at  a  feed  cost  of  11 .9  cents;  and  the  10  co^s  receiving  some  grain 
averaged  U26.5  pounds  fat,  produced  at  a  feed  cost  of  12. U  cents  per  pound. 
'1?he  19  Co^^s  producing  kOO  pounds  fat  or  over  did  so  at  an  average  cost  of 
11.7  cents  per  pound,  while  the  270  cows  in  the  association  averaged  lU.2 
cents  of  feed  per  pound  of  fat  produced. 

The  average  cost  of  grain  for  association  cows  was  JU.ll;  123  cows 
received  $1,00  or  more  worth  of  grain;  Sk  over  $5.00  worth;  U9  over  $10 
'^orth;  31  over  $15  v^qrth;  11  over  $20  v.'orth;  5  o^sr  $25  '^orth;  and  1  over 
worth  of  grain. 

All  cows  were  tested  for  tuberculosis  within  IS  months;  no  reactors 
Were  found.    All  herds  were  using  purebred  sires  at  the  end  of  the  asso- 
ciation year.

A'^arding  recognition  to  cows  producins;  over  365  pounds  fat  in  a 
year  was  initiated  l^y  this  association  in  the  Stats  of  Montana.     This  mat- 
ter was  then  taken  up  by  the  State  Extension  Service  and  arrangements  were 
made  whereby  all  association  co^s  in  i/iontana  that  produce  at  the  rate  of 
1  pound  per  day  for  3^5  c'ays    win  be  eranted  a  Certificate  of  Merii:;  39 
cc^s  in  the  Lake  County  Co^-Testin^  Association  have  stained  this  honor.

The 
agriculturist  assisted      .  J.  '.7.  Barber,  the  county  a^ent  of  Cassia  County, 
and  K.  R.  Lochry,  of  the  Eureau  0^  Dairying,  and  Mr.  D-  L.  ?ourt,  the  Idaho 
Extension  field  dair;^mian,   in  putting  on  the  program. 

The  committee  at  Malta  put  on  a  very  2:ood  day's  instruction  and 
entertainment.     Jud^-infr  contests  ^^ere  held  in  the  mornin^i;,  and  later  2;en- 
eral  classes  of  dairy  c'o'^s ,  both  Jerseys  and  Holsteins,  were  placed  by  Mr.

During  the  "'eek  ending  March  21  considerable  time  has  been  given  to 
starting  the  Purebred  B'J.11  Campaign.     A  list  of  all  dairymen,   together  "'ith 
the  number  of  fem.ales  in  their  herds  and  whether  they  had  a  grade  bull  or 
DO  biill,  was  made.     Copies  of  this  list  have  been  prepared  for  the  breeders 
of  registered  cattle  in  the  Valley.     This  list  ^ill  help  greatly  in  keeping 
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in  touch  T(rith  the  people  who  are  prospects  for  registered  ^ulls.  During 
the  week  an  article  ^as  prepared  for  th?  locnl  press  setting;  -^^orth  the 
results  of  the  r^^iistered  "bull  survey  o-^  the  Project,     '^^his  will  he  the 
first  of  a  series  of  articles  intended  to  stimulate  the  purchase  of  hettei 
sires. 

In  i91S  there  ^^ere  approximately  5*^  resjistered  hulls  on  the  Prcject 
In  1922  this  was  increased  to  97,  in  1923  to  I3U,  and  in  I92U  to  160. 

By  the  end  of  I92U  the  d?iiry  industry  of  the  Project  comprised  yil 
herds  of  more  than  five  cows  each.    0"^  this  number  U6.3  per  cent  had  re^:- 
istered  dairy  hulls,  33" J-  per  cent  had  ^rade  hulls,  and  20.6  per  cent  had 
no  hulls.     It  may  he  seen  from  these  f'i5:ures  that  there  is  a  lot  of  room 
yet  for  improvement  so  far  as  the  numher  of  our  ree'istered  dairy  sires  is 
concerned,    ''^ifty- three  and  seven-tenths  per  cent,  or  a  little  more  than 
half  of  our  dairy  herds  of  more  than  five  cows,  need  to  he  supplied  ^"^ith 
re5;istered  dairy  hulls. 

It  is  not  always  an  easy  matter  to  finance  the  purchase  of  a  hull 
that  will  improve  the  dairy  herd.     Those  '-^ho  have  ^rade  dairy  hulls,  how- 
ever, have  a  start  toward  this  financing.    Any  hreeder  of  registered  stock 
will  accept  as  first  payment  the  grade  hull  and  2;ive  time  on  the  halance . 
A  )?reat  many  deals  "'ere  made  last  year  in  this  way;  and  a  numher  of  grade 
bulls  w'ere  made  into  hologna,  where  they  ^^111  no  longer  he  ahle  to  perpet- 
uate their  kind  and  keep  their  owners  struggling  along  '^ith  poor  producing 
cows.

In  f^eneral ,  results  so  far  have  been  very 
Satisfactory  in  s^ettinfi;  the  squirrels.

The  alfalfa  fielrls  of  the  Project  hav*  "been  very  "^ack^'^ard  -for 
some  time  in  spite  of  the  v^rv  fpvora>^le  ^rowme;  weather  which  has  pre- 
vailed in  this  locality.     Discoura.e;in<e;  reports  have  heen  made  that  the 
trou"^le  Was  due  to  winter  killing;,  lowered  '^vater  tahle,  etc.,  hut  upon 
investifi;ation  of  the  fields  it  was  found  th^t  the  T;rou"^le  has  hoen  due 
to  a  plaf^ue  of  cutworms,  which  has  very  2;enerally  infested  the  alfalfa 
fields.     Some  fields  have  escaped  and  parts  of  other  fields  have  escape'^, 
>ut  on  the  whole  the  alfalfa  is  makins;  very  little  headway  and  the  first 
crop  is  expected  to  he  short  and  late.     The  cutworms  are  cuttine;  off  the 
youn^  shoots  at  the  surface  of  the  ^ound  as  fast  as  they  come  out. 
ThoroUi^  cultivation  and  heavy  irrigation  is  heing  resorted  to  in  order 
to  comhat  the  cutworms.     Some  anxiety  is  hein^  felt  for  the  cultivated 
crops  "because  of  the  large  nurater  of  cutworms  over  the  Project. 

Up  to  the  present  time  careful  estimates  place  the  surplus  alfalfa 
hay  yet  unsold  at  3.000  tons.  The  present  condition  of  the  alfalfa  indi- 
cates that  this  surplus  will  "be  cleaned  up  hefore  harvesting  time.

Fer- 
guson's place  quite  thoroughly,  as  he  has  a  peculiar  soil  condition  that 
makes  his  farm  difficult  to  handle.     His  results  with  pasture  grass  will 
watched  with  interest  on  this  account. 

A  call  Was  made  on  a  local  dairyman  who  has  had  trouhle  with 
depraved  appetite  in  his  cows.     They  will  leave  the  best  alfalfa  hay  for

Belle  ?ourche 

Most  of  the  week  endine:  April  11  was  spent  in  inspecting  sheep. 
The  shearing  season  will  soon  he  here,  and  with  85  P®r  cent  of  the  farm 
flocks  lamhed  out  many  of  the  sheepmen  are  looking  to  the  range  country 
for  summer  feeding.    All  exposed  sheep  are  to  he  dipped  twice,  and  those 
infected  with  scahies  will  have  three  dippings.     Considerahle  time  was 
used  in  regard  to  the  cleaning  up  o"^  premises  and  "bed  grounds  and  in 
securing  range  free  from  infection.    Most  of  the  small  farm  flocks  are 
"bunched  and  herded  during  the  summer  in  large  "bands  on  the  range.  This 
practice  is  economical,  hut  is  very  dangerous  if  any  sheep  infected  with 
sca"bies  should  go  on  the  range  and  infect  other  clean  sheep  or  range 
country  now  free  from  scah  mites. 

Two  community  meetings  and  one  cluh  meeting  '^ere  attended.  One 
demonstration  was  given  in  milk  testing  to  the  memhers  of  the  dairy  cluh. 
One  article  was  written  for  puhlication.     Two  hands  of  sheep  '^ere  dipped, 
and  a  trip  was  made  to  Belle  "fl'ourche  to  consult  a  "federal  veterinarian 
in  regard  to  the  sheep  situation  on  the  Project.

The  ,?opher  campaign  was  given  attention,  particularly  office  calls 
and  making  arrangements  with  the  county  commissioners  to  secure  addition- 
al materials.     This  poison  is  mixed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Biolog- 
ical Survey.    Live  gophers  were  secured  to  use  in  trials  of  poison 
effectiveness . 

A  conference  was  held  with  the  Lone  Pine  ?a.rm  Bureau  chairman 
regarding  the  work  of  that  organization  and  plans  for  the  future.  The 
matter  of  stressing  forage  crops  and  irrigated  pasture  mixtures  was 
undertaken  as  part  of  the  program. 

A  rancher  was  assisted  in  selecting  and  arranging  for  purchase  of 
four  high  grade  Jersey  cows.  The  wholesale  death  of  chicks  on  one  ranch 
was  investigated,  and  the  matter  is  "being  given  further  attention. 

A  committee  meeting  of  the  State  home  demonstration  agent,  the 
county  agent  of  Flathead  County,  the  agriculturist  and  Mrs.  Miller,  ant? 
other  representatives  from  organizations  in  Lake  and  Flathead  Counties 
was  held  at  Dayton  to  select  the  location  of  and  formulate  plans  for  the 
Women's  Vacation  Camp,  to  be  held  for  the  first  time  west  of  the  Rockies 
in  Montana.

The  Association  launched  this  week  the  undertaking  of  shipping 
graded  eggs  direct  to  New  York  City.     A  grading  and  packing  demonstra- 
tion was  given,  and  two  cases  of  white  eggs  were  consigned  to  Betman  & 
Son,  317  Greenwich  St. ,  New  York.    The  express  amounts  to  about  10  cents 
per  dozen.    Other  case  shipments  will  be  made;  and  if  this  method  of 
marketing  proves  satisfactory,  the  Association  hopes  to  be  shipping  in 
car  lots  by  fall. 

Culling  demonstrations  were  given  on  five  farms;  5^5  hens  were 
bandied  and  86  non-layers  were  culled  out.    The  local  price  of  heavy  hens 
is  20  cents. 

Lgtters  have  been  sent  to  about  50  farmers  whose  hogs  are  immune, 
Call ing^aftSnt ion  to  the  advisability  of  vaccinating  the  spring  pigs 
"before  they  become  too  large.

The  special  commission  representinfi;  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
in  ihe  adjustment  of  the  repayment  of  construction  costs  of  the  Uncom- 
pahgre  Project  held  hearine;s  at  Montrose  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  until 
Wednesday  noon  of  the  week  ending  April  11.     The  general  feeling  toward 
these  hearings  seems  to  he  that  the  commission  was  very  fair  and  that  a 
satisf a.c tory  arrangement  will  "be  worked  out  for  .a  "basis  on  which  the  con- 
struction charges  will  he  paid.     As  a  rule  the  water  users  are  satisf ieLi 
with- the  plan  of  paying  5  per  cent  of  gross  returns  of  the  land,  hut 
there  is  strong  objection  to  placing  the  average  gross  returns  at  $Ul 
per  a.cre,  which  is  the  figure  derived  from  the  crop  reports  of  the  local 
Reclamation  office.     It  is  felt  that  this  is  much  too  high,  as  the  crop 
CBnsus  is  taken  before  crops  are  all  marketed" and  the  market  returns 
often  do  not  bear  out  the  census  reports,  either  in  price  or  in  quantity. 
The  question  of  collective  liability  was  also  debated  and  is  proba"^ly 
givins:  more  concern  to  the  water-users  than  any  other  point.     The  demon- 
strations agent  sat  in  a  part  of  the  hearings. 

A  Community  Day  was  held  in  Delta  for  one  o-^  the  rural  districts 
on  Saturday.    A  community  club  was  recently  organized  in  this  district; 
and  the  first  project  to  be  undertaken  will  be  the  erection  of  a  commu- 
nity building,  which  is  badly  needed.     A  sale  of  articles  donated  by  the 
residents  of  the  district  and  by  the  merchants  of  Delta  was  held  to 
raise  funds  toward  this  building.    Arrangements  were  made  at  this  time 
to  place  two  purebred  Jersey  bulls  with  farmers  of  the  district.  As- 
sistance Was  also  given  in  securing  a  registered  bull  in  another  locality. 

Final  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Delta  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  enter  the  State  ton-litter  contest,  the  Chamber  agreeing  to  guarantee 
the  necessary  funds.     Only  one  entry  was  made,  but  there  are  a  number  of 
prospects  that  have  been  waiting  until  it  was  known  whether  Delta  County 
would  qualify  for  the  State  contest.     Eleven  entries  have  been  secured 
in  Montrose,  where  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  also  agreed  to  sponsor 
the  contest. 

W.  H.  Olin,  agriculturist  for  the  D-  &  R.  C  W.  Railroad .visited 
the  Project  this  week,  and  some  time  was  spent  with  him.    He  is  inter- 
ested in*iihe  ton-litter  contest  and  in  increasing  the  feeding  of  live- 
stock for  market  on  the  Western  Slope. 

Another  herd  of  dairy  cows  was  placed  on  the  testing  list  this 
week.     Some  time  was  spent  with  the  man  who  is  preparing  to  seed  a  large 
acreage  to  grass  seed  and  rye.     The  land  is  not  yet  ready  to  seed  — some 
difficulty  is  Veing  experienced  in  working  it  into  proper  condition  for 
a  seed  bed. 

A  community  club  meeting  was  attended  in  Delta  County  and  live- 
stock clubs,  pastures,  and  the  ton-litter  contest  were  discussed.

The  overp.^f'  maximum  temperature  fo^-  the  ^eek  enr^ins  April  IS 
71,  with  a  maximum  of  81  on  the  17th;  the  average  minimum  ^^s  37'  '^ith  a 
minimum  of  33        "'^'he  13th.    The  ^eel^  '^as  dry  and  ^indy  '^ith  an  average 
hourly  velocity  of  ICS  miles  per  hour. 

During  the  ^eek  the  oa.t,  '^e^t,  and  alfalfa  plats  in  "^J'ield  K  were 
prepared  and  seeded.     The  oats  and  "beets  were  seeded  a'*out  a  ^eek  earlier 
and  the  alfalfa  two  weeks  earlier  than  last  3^93 r.    Owin^-  to  the  dry  "leath- 
er it  is  prot-a^le  that  the  se^d  planted  a^ter  this  time  ^.-^ill  not  sgerminate 
until  the  rains  start.     A  s^eat  deal  of  seeding;  is  ^ein^^  done  now. 

The  pasture  plats  are  ^ein£:  fenced,  and  the  two  lots  of  ewes  that 
have  lamted  have  "^een  turned  out  on  sweet  clover.     The  sprin-^'  iamb  crop 
vrill  run  over  100  per  cent.    Some  of  the  hO;^s  have  also  been  turned  out 
on  alfalfa  pasture. 

According  to  figures  ^iven  out  by  the  Su.??ar  Company,  the  total 
planting  of  beets  up  to  April  15  was  15,300  acres  as  com.pared  ^ith  6,200 
acres,  which  was  the  record  prior  to  this  year.     In  addition  to  this,  they 
say  that  the  land  that  has  been  and  is  yet  to  be  planted  is  the  pick  of  the 
farms  so  far  as  quality  and  fertility  is  concerned.     The  land  has  been  more 
carefully  prepared  also.     The  beet  acrea-e  this  year  is  ap-croxijnately  90 
ppr  cent  O"^  last  year  and  will  be  in  the  nei.Thboi'hood  0^  5^,000  acres. 
O^in^  to  the  early  plantin.?:  of  a  lars^e  acrea^s^e  and  other  favorable  condi- 
tions, there  is  a  s;ood  chance  -for  a  record  tonriae;e  and  much  more  profit- 
aHe  yields. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  and  Survey  for  the  Reclamation  Ser-^ice  was 
in  session  during  the  "^eek  and  took  a  great  deal  of  evidence  supporting 
the  contention  of  the  ^ater-users  of  the  North  Platte  Project  that  the 
charges  as  assessed  are  too  hi^h.     The  superintendent  was  called  on  for 
information  regardin^z  the  value  of  some  of  the  lo"'er  class  lands  and  the 
best  methods  for  handling  sandy  soils.

^een  cultivated  ^or  the  ^irst  time. 

Some  alfalfa  ^^ro^ers  are  still  harvestin-e  their  firs*-,  cutting  of  hay 
This  crop  is  brinsiin-^  around  %h  per  ton  loose  3n  the  field.     G-rowers  who 
applied  acid  phosphate  earlier  in  the  spring  at  the  rate  of  200  to  3OO 
po^onds  per  acre  of  ]  6fo  acid  phospha  te  are  very  well  pleased  "^ith  the  in- 
crease in  hay  that  they  have  secured.     In  mosb  cases  this  increase  has  more 
than  offset  the  cost  of  the  fertilizer. 
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'the  Pro£!;eny  "block  of  "t^axtla  cotton  ^as  planteci  on  April  8,  and 
ground  Fas  irri£;ated  for  the  plantin^z;  of  the  Co-operative  variety  test. 
■This  '^ill  conclude  the  cotton  planting  on  the  station  ■'^or  the  season. 
The  Pima  cotton  planted  on  the  irris^ated  rotations  has  come  up  to  an 
excellent  stand,  and  one  cultivation  has  already  heen  5:iven. 

White  Smyrna  "barley,  planted  as  a  nurse  crop  ^'ith  Huham  clover  on 
Kovem'ber  3»  '^as  harvested  for  a;rain  on  April  16.  T^^O  plats  of  "beardless 
"barley  ^ere  cut  for  hay, 

1>o  hundred  ,^rape-f ruit ,  fifty  Navel  orange,  t^^enty  select  seed- 
line;  oranges,  and  twenty-five  Satsuma  oranges  rere  "budded  in  the  Citrus 
nursery.     Sour  orange,  Chinese  lemon,  ci trance,  and  trifoliata  root 
Stocks  ^ere  used. 

Other  station  work  performed  during  the  week  consisted  of  pollin- 
ating and  pruning  dates;  huildin^  fences  on  ditch  "banks  for  sheep;  hoeing 
"borders  and  roadways;  repairing  machinery  and  buildings;  and  general 
irrigating  and  cultivating.

infected hefore  they  are  released. 

Part  of  one  day  was  used  in  club  work.     We  hope  to  have  Ram"b'Ouillef. 
end  Corriedale  sheep  cluhs  on  the  project.    Milk  tests  were  run  for  one 
farmer.    Butterfat  is  worth  35  cents  per  pound,  and  egs-s  are  20  cents  per 
dozen.

Kuch  of  the  time  during  the  week  ending  April  11  ^as  spent  in 
making  final  arrangements  for  the  poultry  school,  rhich  ?'as  held  on 
Friday  and  Saturday.    Althous-h  this  was  the  first  event  of  its  kind  held 
here,  it  "'as  ^ell  attended  and  the  Interest  '"as  excellent.    All  the  speak- 
ers scheduled  to  take  part  ^'ere  on  hand,  and  very  general  interest  '"as 
taken  in  the  discussions  on  the  various  topics.     The  pro^iram  consisted 
of  thirteen  different  numbers. 

Three  different  concerns,  making  a  specialty  of  poultry  feeds,  had 
3  complete  display  of  their  products.     In  addition  to  this,  there  '^as  =>lso 
an  excellent  display  of  po-.iltry  appliances.    As  an  added  attraction  for 
the  poultrymen  attending:  the  school,  a  lar-^re  amount  of  literature,  includ- 
.  iUi:  Government  bulletins,  leaflets,  and  circulars  of  information  from 
poultry  feed  concerns,  and  sample  copies  of  poultry  magazines,  "^as  assem- 
bled for  free  distribution. 

Many  favorable  comments  ^ere  made  on  this  first  poultry  school;  and 
there  seems  ample  justification  for  planning  one  for  next  year  and  holding 
ifi  connection  ^ith  it  a  poultry  show.    To  this  end  some  preliminary  ar- 
rangements have  already  "'^een  made  for  speakers. 

The  report  for  the  ^-eek  ending  April  16  is  as  follows: 
One  of  the  most  serious  crop  pests  ^ith  "^hich  the  local  farmers 
j    have  had  to  deal  has  been  the  cutr^orms,  "hich  have  Infested  about  half 

alfalfa  acrea^re  of  the  valley.     The  infestation  is  much  ^orse  in  some 
fields  than  in  others.    No  one  community  seems  to  "^e  free  from  the  pests. 
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By  the  middle  of  April  some  of  the  ^ielr's  pre  slmo^'^  covered  solid  ^^ith 
neT'  .zro^^th  of  alf^l-^s,  and  in  other  fields  "'here  the  cutworms  ?re  numer- 
ous there  is  no  ^reen  ^ro^th  sho^in-:::  a"bove  the  surface.     The  youn^  tender 
shoots  are  cut  of^^  just  under  the  around.     T^.e  cutT^orms  appear  to  have 
just  ahout  reached  their  airo^th  at  the  present  time,  an-^  it  is  hoped  that 
a/bout  ten  more  dajj's  ^ill  see  them  metainorphosins.    This  condition  should 
permit  the  al-^alfa  to  ^et  a  start. 

Some  plans  have  ^een  perfected  for  next  year's  poultry  school  and 
shor  and  tentative  arrangements  have  -een  made  for  some  speakers.  One 
article  Fas  prepared  ■''or  the  local  press  makins;  preliminary  announcements 
for  next  year's  poultry  school..

'.Ve  had  planned  a  co-operative  shipment  of  cattle  on  the  lUth  from 
Powell  and  Leaver,  >ut  ^ere  not  a^le  to  list  a  carload  at  either  place. 
Csttle  are  going  out  to  the  range,  so  it  is  not  likely  that  another  ship- 
ment of  cattle  ^ill  he  made  from  the  project  this  spring. 

The  weather  has  heen  very  favorable  for  field  "'ork  during  the  week 
ending  April  18.     quite  a  number  of  farmers  have  started  planting  beets, 
and  a  few  have  started  irrigating.    Alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  are  starting, 
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so  that  cattle  and  sheep  can  set  a  fill .     Three  crises       ^loat  have  "been 
reported.

A"^era2e  fat  production  -^or  the  month, 
Teased  on  the  r^reieiht       milk  and  ""utterfat  test  ^or  one  day,  ranged  from 
19  pounds  per  cow  to  39  pounds.     Three  co'^s  i^ere  sold  from  one  herd  as  a 
result  of  the  first  month *s  test  in  March.    Testing  of  the  skim-milk  as 
a  check  on  the  efficiency  of  the  separator  is  encoura^red.    One  separator 
was  found  this  month  that  "'as  testina:  fully  t'^'ice  as  hi-^h  as  it  should. 

V  Some  of  the  entries  in  the  ton-litter  contest  "'ere  inspected  and 

ear-marked  this  "-eek.    Litters  are  too  small  as  a.  rule  to  make  a  very 
strong  sho^in=;  in  this  contest,  "but  the  ef-.^'ect  of  the  contest  ^-ill  "*^e

A  visit  ^as  made  with  the  local  lea&er  of  a  livestock  cluh  to  the 
farm  of  a  sheep  hreeder,  and  t'^o  lamhs  ^ere  secured  for  mem'^ers  of  his 
cluh.    Cluh  vrork  v-gg  discussed  at  t^o  community  meetin.^s,  at  "both  of  "'hich 
some  ^ork  vas  decided  upon.    At  one  a  eood  class  of  "^oys  sii-:ned  up  for 
"ork  '^ith  sheep,  calves,  or  ho^s,  and  a,  later  meetin^:  was  arran-s^ed  to 
organize  the  cluh. 

'Vhe  hatchery  installed  on  the  Project  ^as  visited  this  week.  The 
omer  reports  that  "business  has  "been  so  s-ood  that  he  has  not  "i^een  ahle  to 
supply  all  the  orders  received.    He  has  made  a  practice  of  sending  out 
nothin.^  Irut  stron^^  chicks  from  purehred  flocks  and  has  esta^"-l ished  a  repu- 
tation that  should  make  his  business  very  profitable  another  year,  when  he 
expects  to  increase  the  capacity  of  his  plant  to  dou'?le  the  present  capac- 
i-ty  or  more.    Fe  reports  that  his  percentage  of  hatch  has  run  a'bout  75. 
'^ich  is  much  higher  than  most  of  the  incuhator  hatches,  reports  of  poor

Some  three 
thousand  or  more  plants  ^-ere  set  out  in  the  frames  in  the  s:reenhouse .  "^-'6 
majority  o-^  these  plants  are  ■?*or  distrihution  to  the  puhlic.     Soije  let- 
tuce has  been  transplanted.     'The  orcha.rd  has  oeen  disced  rrd  harrc^'ed  and 
put  in  shape  for  the  season. 

One  general  irrigation  has  heen  riven  the  farm.     The  plats  irri- 
gated Fere  5-5  to  22 , inclusive ;  C-2  to  I3,  inclusive;  all  of  D  except 
plats  3  and  7;  S-3.  ^^  5.  6;  sll  of  E  except  plats  3  and  15;  all  of  Ct; 
all  of  J;  all  of  E;  and  Y-2  to  IS,  inclusive .     The  piantin  -:s  at  the  hi^i 
school  also  received  an  irrigation. 

This  sprinT  there  appeared  quite  an  epidemic  of  cut^'orms  attacking 
the  alfalfa..    As  fast  as  ne'^'  shoots  appeared  on  the  c-ro'^'n  0"  the  plant 
the  ^orms  would  eat  them.     As  a  result  many  -f^ields  looked  unthrifty  at  a 
season  ^hen  there  should  have  heen  a  zood  i^ro'-^th.     This  "^ork  of  the  cut- 
^"orm  Fill  in  all  prohahility  reduce  the  yi-ld  of  the  first  cuttini^  of 
alfalfa  or  make  the  time  of  cutting  some  t^'o  ^eeks  later  than  usual. 

There  ^as  hardly  a  farm  on  the  project  that  did  not  sho'-^  areas 
"^here  the  al^'alfa  ^as  at  a  standstill.     It  i'^  safe  to  say  that  50  per  cent 
of  all  alfalfa  ^as  infected. 

An  experiment  '^as  conducted  at  this  station  to  determine  the  effect 
and  expense  0-^  poisoning  cut'^orras  -^ith  a  poisoned  hran  ma.sh .     The  folloTr- 
ing  formula  ^'as  used:    100  pounds  hran,  k  pounds  '^hite  arsenic,  2  2;allons 
njolasses,  and  enoush  I'^ater  to  moisten      Thds  mixture  '^^-^s  spread  throughout 
the  alfalfa  late  one  afternoon.     Three  days  later  a  l«^r2:e  num.her  of  '^ea^ 
cut^^orms  "-ere  found,     ^he  treatmert  ^as  very  ef-'^ec^'ive  .     Th»  cost  o-^  ^h.e 
material  amounted  to  70  certs  pe^  acre. 

It  w^c?  eue  to  this  epidemic  0^  cut^'^orms  that  Mr.  Greor-^^e  Reeves  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  visited  the  station  and  oroject  ^lurin^ 
the  last  feF  days.    He  ar-'iv'>d  ^rom  his  headnua.rters  at  Salt  I.j'ke  City, 
ard  durina;  his  stay  collected  s-oecimen«;  ^or  identi-f ica tion  a^'ter  the^'  have 
reached  the  adult  moth  sta^e.

''as  a  light  sho'-^r— .20  inch     —hut  it  ^as  ■fol"'.OFed  hy  a  week  of  high 
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vinds  and  did  littTe  ^ood.    1?he  aver^a^e  hourly  ^ind  velocity  •''or  the  week 
Tas  12.5  mil 3s.    On  the  22nd  there  ^as  a  destructive  ^ind  from  the  south 
that  did  considera"ble  dama?;e  on  the  li^ht,  sandy  soils. 

The  alfalfa  plats  in  Rotations  ko ,  UU ,  6C,  61 ,  62,  and  6U,  that 
are  to  be  planted  to  potatoes  and  corn,  ^ere  plo^^ed  during  the  week.  The 
hauling  of  manure  to  Field  E  ^9S  continued.     Considerably  more  pasturing 
^ill  be  done  this  year  and  additional  fencing  has  had  to  be  done.  In 
addition  to  the  farm  breeding  flock  of  eres,  t^o  lots  of  broken-mouth 
eT7es  of  75  each  t^^ere  lambed  out  and  "^ill  be  used  in  pasture  ^^ork. 

All  of  t?:e  sheep  on  the  farm — 29^*^  head — were  sheare;?  during;  the 
v'eek.     'The  fleeces  averaged  8^  pounds.

^as  lOU^,  minimum        ,  greatest  daily  ran^e  51^,  prec ipi ts tion  .U6  inch. 

The  fe^  days  of  extreme  hot  'leather  '^-ith  the  maximum  of  lOU^  on 
April  lU  wgs  follc^ed  by  t^o  days  of  hi5;h  -^inds  and  a  drop  in  the  daily 
maximum  temperature  to  66^  on  April  21.     Tlie  precipitation  recorded  on 
April  21  and  22  '''as  .kG  inch.     Tlhis  makes  a  total  of  .85  inch  since  Jan- 
uary 1 . 

^e  amount  of  moisture  that  fell  ^as  a  2:reat  help  to  some  of  1h  e 
planted  cotton.     In  a  fe^'  instances  replanting  'rould  ha'^e  been  necessary 
T^ithout  this  added  moisture  to  terminate  the  seed.    Cotton  thinning  on 
tne  project  is  ^ell  under  r^^ay.     The  activities  in  the  alfalfa  hay  section-^ 
are  confined  mostly  to  baling  from  the  stack.    Most  of  the  acrea^-.e  on  the 
project  has  no^  been  turned  to  seed. 

Present  reports  on  ^-he  upper  rezions  of  the  Colorado  River  indicate 
that  there  ^ill  not  be  any  alsrmin-^  flood  conditions  in  J^one  or  July. 
The  present  flo^  o-^  the  river  at  Yuma  is  gpprorimately  15,100  second-feet. 

Station  *"ork  performed  durin^^  the  '^eek  consisted  of  cultivating 
cotton  on  the  ir-^^igated  rotations,  planting  co-oper=5tive  variety  test, 
building  fences  around  irrigation  ditches,  pollirza.ting  and  pruning  dates, 
and  general  cultivating  and  irT-igating. 

A  party  consisting  of  Porter  J.  Preston,  project  manager;  J.  S. 
Franklin,  banker;  7.  W.  Cresrell,  cotton  and  alfalfa  grower;   jeorge  Hill, 
citrus  grower;  and  tlr.  Cogland,  Yuma  county  aaent,  visited  the  station  on 
April  23,  inspecting  the  experiments  '"ith  commercial  fertilizers  on  al- 
falfa, both  on  the  station  and  on  farms  in  this  vicinity.

Demonstrations  on  Reclamation  projects 

Flathead 

A  total  0^  approximately  3I  inches  of  moisture  fell  during  the 
'^eek  ending  April  25-     i^.e  total  for  Arjril  to  date  is  slightly  in  excess 
of  U  inches  of  precipitation,  an  inch  and  one-third  greater  than  the 
previous  April  record. 

One  club  meeting  ^as  held  in  Arlee  to  exolain  the  club  "^ork  and 
get  out  the  applications.     Five  "'ished  to  join  the  dairy  club;  -^ive  ^irls 
asked  if  they  could  have  se'^ing,  and  ik  wanted  warden  ^ork.    Efforts  vere 
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made  to  secure  locrl"^. leaders ;  and  should  this  "be  possible  for  the  several 
cluhs,  all  ^ill  he  assisted  in  getting  under  ray.  The  dairy  cluh  rill  he 
organized  anyway. 

On  Saturday  the  Lake  County  Dairymen  Juniors  of  the  north  end  of 
the  project  held  their  first  meeting  of  the  season  and  reorganized  for  the 
third  year  of  work.     Seven  members  "^ere  present.    A  local  leader  was  el- 
ected, who  immediately  took  charge.    On  account  of  rain,  a  third  cluh 
meeting  (at  Lone  Pine)  could  not  he  attended. 

A  visit  was  made  to  Charlo  "'here  some  preliminary  efforts  had  heen 
made  to  interest  the  school  folks  in  cluh  work.    'Tollo'^ing  a  conference 
with  the  principal,  it  was-'decided  not  to  take  up  the  ^ork  there  as  great 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  animals  for  the  cluh  work. 

This  of-^ice  is  following  the  policy  of  a  limited  number  of  clu^s, 
"being  careful  to  fully  explain  what  is  expected  of  cluh  members,  so  as  to 
limit  the  membership  as  much  as  possible  to  those  who  are  really  interest- 
ed and  have  sood  prospects  of  completing  the  work  in  a  satis-^actory 
manner . 

One  farmer  called  for  inf orm-^tioii  in  teeard  to  milking  machine, 
and  the  matter  was  gone  into  in  considerable  detail  with  him.    Corn  for 
variety  tests  was  distributed  to  two  co-operators  (Moody  and  Garbe )  in 
the  Lone  pine  and  the  Pablo  districts. 

Considerable  time  ^as  spent  at  the  office,  due  to  l*ain.     The  car 
needed  Various  repairs.    One  farmer  called  in  connection  with  growing 
certified  alfalfa  seed.     The  requirements  ^'ere  discussed,  and  there  are 
proHpects  for  25  acres  of  alfalfa.     The  cot^  tester  spent  parts  of  three 
days  in  the  office,  and  the  "^ork  wgs  discussed  '^ith  him.    The  gopher  cam- 
paign demanded  occasional  attention*

Kewlands 

The  damage  to  the  alfalfa  fields  due  to  the  infestation  of  cutwoms 
has  been  considerably  lessened  during  the  week  ending  April  25-    With  few 
exceptions,  the  badly  infested  fields  have  begun  to  show  considerable 
growth.    A  survey  of  the  fields  has  shown  that  the  infestation  was  very 
general.     Some  fields  at  this  time  which  have  shown  almost  no  growth  may 
"be  alongside  another  field  showing  a  good  growth,  and  upon  examination  the 
two  fields  seem  to  have  been  about  equally  infested  by  the  cutworms.  The 
only  difference  was  that  in  the  field  showing  the  greatest  growth  the  cut- 
^onns  were  changing  over  to  the  pupa  stage,  while  in  the  fields  that  did 
not  show  any  growth  the  cutworms  were  still  in  the  feeding  stage. 

Mr.  Reeves,  of  the  Department  located  in  Salt  Lake,  spent  two  days 
on  the  project  investigating  the  cutworm  invasion.    "Prom  all  apiaearances 
now  there  will  be  very  little  damage  done  to  the  al^^alfa  fields.     Some  of 
them  will  be  retarded  and  the  first  crop  will  be  harvested  a  little  late. 

In  keeping  '^ith  the  usual  program  for  disease  control,  publicity 
'^as  eiven  throu2^  the  t^o  local  paoers  to  the  Mackleg  vaccination  Cam- 
paign.    This  of -f ice  has  always  facilitated  the  ^ork  of  the  State  Livestock 
Disease  Control  Service  by  assemHing  the  applications  for  blackleg  and 
anthrax  vaccination.    After  the  first  of  the  month  the  anthrax  vaccination 
^ork  will  begin,  so  an  extra  effort  ^as  made  to  complete  the  blackleg  vac- 
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cination  at  this  t*.me.     Ten  applications  for  "blackle^r  vaccination  ^ere 
made,  including  175  hej^d  of  youns;  stock. 

Assistance  -^as  rendered  to  turkey  ^iro'^ers  rho  had  peculiar  losses 
in  their  flocks.    These  losses  occurred  '^hile  the  turkey  hens  ^ere  sit- 
ting; on  the  nests.    Altoe;ether  twelve  turkey  hens  diec?  on  the  nests 
"before  help  '"as  called.    Examination  sho'^ed  that  these  hens  had  died  of 
the  ''"lackhead  disease.    On  one  ranch  no  preventive  mea<5ures  had  ^^een 
taken,  althou^'h  there  ^ere  some  los^^es  last  year.    The  reduced  vitality 
of  the  turkey  hens  during  the  sittins;  period  made  them  apparently  unable 
to  resist  the  disease.     In  the  otfeer  instance  the  turkeys  had  heen  treat- 
ed for  hlackhead  prior  to  settin-^  the  hens,  ^'ut  during;  the  sitting  oeriod 
fhey  had  not  Veen  ^iven  any  tohacco;  and  this  interval  o-^  28  days  ''^ithout 
treatment  resulted  in  the  hen  turkeys  contracting:  the  disease.

Docking  and  castrating-  lamhs  -^s^  demonstrated  on  two  farm.s;  t^o 
co'^s  "'ith  closed  milk  ducts  '^ere  treated;  one  farmer  was  shown  how  to 
remove  the  afterhirth  from  a  co'^,  and  another  was  ^iven  assistance  in 
taking  the  pigs  from  a  sow. 

A  meeting  of  the  program  committee  of  the  South  Sioux  poultry 
Association  '*'as  attended  and  the  program  for  the  next  meeting'  ^as  ar- 
ranged.    The  topic  for  discussion  '-■ill  he  feeding  youne:  turkeys.  A 
demonstration  will  also  he  siiven  on  the  anatomy  and  physiolo^ry  of  the 
hen .

The  Secretary  and  Dr.  Mead  ^ere  taken  over 
as  much  of  the  project  as  the  time  '"ould  permit.     There  is  a  general 
feeling  that  some  substantial  relief  ^ill  he  -riven  in  re^^rd  to  the  pay- 
ment of  construction  cha.r2;es  on  the  project  due  to  this  inspection  and  to 
the  visit  of  the  special  commission  ^hich  held  herrings  at  Jvlontrose  re- 
cently, especially  on  those  parts  o"^  the  project  ^here  the  land  has  prove-^' 
to  he  unproductive.

A  meetin^s!  of  the  sheep  club  "'as  he^d  Saturday  afternoon  at  the  farm 
^here  the  above  flock  is  orned,  in  order  that  the  members  mi^irht  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  Esmpshire  type  *-'ith  the  ^ool  o^^.     The  avera-^e  of  th^ 
eres  in  this  flock  is  very  hi2:h  ^ith  respect  to  -general  t\'pe  ,  only  one 
flock  havin-?  been  seen  on  the  visit  recently  made  to  the  ■f'arms  of  Hamp- 
shire breeders  of  Idaho  th^t  "'ould  be  considered  as  good.    L^mbs  in  this 
flock  are  exceptionally  stron::  this  year,  havin?r  been  sired  '^y  a  ram  se- 
cured from  the  University  of  '/Wyoming.     This  ram  '^eirhed  2^0  pounds  at  lU 
months  of  age,  after  having  been  used  on  65  e^es.    Eis  sire  ^as  a  3?Ci- 
pound  ram  and  his  dam  'veighed  250  pounds. 

A  call  ^as  received  to  inspect  a  dairy  cor  sick  '^ith  some  unkno'-n 
trouble,  ^hich  was  g^aes^ed  to  be  Eemor^^hagic  Septicemia.     Death  -f^as  pre- 
dicted and  occurred  in  due  time.    A  post-mortem  examination  sho'^ed  typical 
lesions  of  septicem.ia  ,and  other  cat+le  on  the  place  ^ill  be  vaccinated. 
Three  co^s  have  died  from,  the  sam.e  3-0 o?^ rent  c^^use  ^ithin  the  past  ^eek  or 
t'^o  in  dif-^erent  localities,     "''he  trou'^^le  is  recurrent  here  -^'rom  time  to 
time,  and  some  cattle  breeders  make  a  practice  of  vacc inatin-^r  their  stock 
reg'ilarly  each  year.

TJith  an  unusually  early  spring*  season  and  conditions  favorable 
for  field  ^ork  during  the  month  of  April,  seeding  of  all  crops  excepting 
corn,  potatoes,  and  "beans  ^as  completed  during  the  '^eek  ending  May  2. 
•The  amount  of  rainfall  during  the  winter  and  spring  ha.s  been  deficient 
and  crops  are  at  present  badly  in  need  of  moisture.     Irrigation  ?rill  be 
started  during  the  comin^:  "reek. 

Winter  rheat  locally  and  in  many  other  parts  of  the  State  suffered 
severe  vrinter  injury  and  in  many  ceses  is  a  total  loss.    Some  of  the  dry 
lands  ^ere  reseeded  to  spi'ing  ^heat,  ^hile  in  m.any  cases  the  land  on  ^hich 
the  loss  of  winter  '^heat  occurred  -^ill  be  seeded  to  corn  and  beans. 

Follc^ing  the  settlement  of  the  controversy  bet'^een  growers  and 
the  Sugar  Company  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  beet  crop,  about 
^500  acres  of  beets  haVe  been  contracted  for  on  the  Huntley  Project. 
Under  the  ne^  contract,  farmers  are  to  receive  an  initial  payment  of 

per  ton,  an  increase  of  RC  cents  per  ton  over  the  first  paj'ment  for 
the  192U  crop.    Other  adc'itional  payments  have,  ho-^ever,  been  made  for 
that  crop  and  the  total  so  far  received  is  $8.00  per  ton,  vjith  a  prospect 
of  still  another  payment  of  perhaps  $1.00  per  ton. 

Th.e  Bureau  of  Reclamation  Board  of  Survey  held  hearin^is  on  the 
project  during  most  of  the  ^eek  on  proposals  for  reac?. justment  of  con- 
struction and  ^ater  charges  and  classification  of  project  lands.  The 
members  of  this  Board  are  Dr.  John  A.  Tidtsoe,  Andrew  TTeiss,  and  I.  D.

'The  meteorological  data  recorded  at  this  station  for  the  period 
from  April  20  to  Hay  2  follov's:    Mean  maximum  temperature  6S.5,  m:axim^jm 
8^  on  i'^ay  2;  mean  minimum,  37-8,  minimijim  25  on  April  2^.     The  rainfall  was 
.2U  of  an  inch,   .01  falling  on  Aoril  20,   .11  on  April  21,  and  .12  on 
April  22. 

Tlie  minim.um  temperature  of  29  recorded  on  April  2U  did  not  cause 
any  damage  to  the  fruit  that  had  blossomed  by  that  time.     During  the  early 
part  of  this  period  there  v^ere  three  or  four  days  of  continued  high  winds. 
So  much  sand  was  blown  about  in  the  garden  that  it  ^as  necessary  to  re- 
plant most  of  the  earlier  vegetables. 

•The  field  ^^ork  has  consisted  of  spring-tooth  harrowing  the  alfalfa, 
spraying  the  orchard  ^ith  lime  sulphur  and  lead  arsenate  spray,  and  put- 
ting in  irrigation  boxes  at  the  high  school  grounds.

Fe  ^as  sent  out  to  the  project  from  Salt 
Lake  City  to  study  the  cutworm  problem.    Ee  finds  that  the  main  damage 
from  these  pests  is  now  past.     The  '^orms  have,  in  the  worst  cases,  reached 
the  pupa  sta.^e  in  their  development.    He  has  fathered  a  sreat  number  o^^ 
pupae  and  ^orms  and  is  tryin-:r  to  rear  the  adult  moths  ^or  identification. 
Mr.  Sno-^  also  wishes  to  discover,  if  possible,  the  parasites  th-at  mi5:ht 
attack  the  worms  and  thus  determine  some  natural  controls. 

It  ^as  noticed  earlier  in  the  season  in  t'"0  plats  planted  to 
alfalfa  varieties  that  the  Orimm  and  Cossack  varieties  showed  less  dam.a<::e 
than  the  other  varieties.    '.Then  it  is  considered  that  these  varieties 
were  planted  in  ro^'s  '"ith  other  varieties  and  that  there  '^ere  t'^o  plats, 
one  bein^-  a  duplication  of  the  other,  it  is  rather  interesting;  to  find 
the  same  condition  existin-z  in  both  plats.     A  possible  explana -^ion  is 
that  the  CTrimir:  -^nd  Cossack  send  out  more  shoots  from  the  cro^n  and  that 
the  same  amount  of  worms  feeding  on  these  varieties  '^ould  not  produce  such 
a  marked  damaired  appearance  as  a  similar  amount  of  the  worms  attacking 
any  of  the  other  varieties.

35  (April  17)'     Sixteen  days  "^ere  recorded  as  clesr,  t'^o  as  partly  cloudy, 
and  3  3S  cloudy.     There  '^as  a.  tr.^ce  o-^  precipitation  on  April  f.     The  mean 
rind  movement  during;  the  first  25  days  of  April  '^as  ^0  per  cent  a."bove  the 
normal  for  the  month. 

The  condition  of  crops  on  the  station  and  in  the  San  Antonio  re<^ion 
in  <2;eneral  is  very  discoura-^cins;.     All  "Winter  <rains  have  "been  complete 
failures;  corn  and  sorzhums  have  not  emerzed  on  the  black  land  and  are 
su^'ferin,:^  for  moisture  '^here  germination  was  secured  on  some  of  the  more 
sandy  soils;  and  cotton  planting  is  he  ins;  withheld  until  rain  comes.  Pas- 
tures have  furnished  no  feed  for  the  past  three  or  four  months  and  stock 
Water  is  becoming  a  serious  problem  with  ranchers  who  have  to  depend  on 
tanks  (ponds). 

Eradication  of  Johnson  ^rass  by  disking,  chopping,  and  pulling 
has  been  stressed  during  the  period.    Other  station  work  has  included 
irrie;atin^  nursery  and  2:rounds  plantin^zs  from  the  city  T^ater  supply, 
spraying;  orchards  and  nurseries,  repairing  and  pa  in  tins:  buildin2;s,  and 
soil  moisture  sampling. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Schutz,  agricultural  statistician,  with  headquarters  at 
Houston,  Texas,  was  a  station  visitor  on  April  10.

The  average  maximum  temperature  for  the  week  endin?;  May  2  was  66, 
v?ith  a  maximum  of  77  on  the  1st  of  May;  the  average  minimum  was  33.  ^'ith 
a  minimum  of  l6  on  the  morning  of  the  29th.     This  freeze  killed  a.  good 
many  beets  that  were  just  coming  through  the  -scround.     There  was  a  light 
shower  on  the  27th— .06  inch- -but  not  enough  to  do  any  good. 

later  was  turned  into  the  laterals  the  latter  part  of  April,  but  on 
account  of  scarcity  of  water  in  the  Main  Canal  very  little  ^as  available 
for  irrigation.     Some  of  the  grass  pastures  in  ?ield  B  and  the  sweet  clo- 
"^er  and  alfalfa  in  Eields  A  and  C  have  had  some  irrigation. 

The  balance  of  the  experimental  lambs  and  a  half  car  of  hogs  were 
shipped  the  latter  part  of  the  week. 

There  is  considerable  fear  of  a  scarcity  of  ^ater  for  irris:ation 
this  year.     It  is  reported  that  the  snow-Pall  in  the  m.ountains  in  the  North 
Platte  '^a.tershed  is  "^elo^  normal,  and  on  account  0"^  the  warm  weather  this 
spring  a  good  deal  of  the  spring  run-off  is  already  in  the  reservoir.  On 
Ma.y  1  there  wa?  about  5^3,000  acre-feet  of  water  in  the  Pathfinder  Heser- 
yoir,  '^'hich  is  about  90  per  cent  of  the  average  for  that  date.     The  inflow 
into  the  Pathfinder  Reservoir  is  only  a  little  more  than  half  what  it  has 
"been  in  former  years,  and  at  this  time  the  outflo'^  considerably  exceeds 
the  imfiow.

Demonstrations  on  RGclain8.tion  Projects 

Belle  ?ourche 

Dr.  IHederauer,  State  veterinarian,  on  his  visit  to  the  project 
<iuring  the  ^eek  ending  April  25  tested  five  dairy  herds  (first  test)  for 
the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  under  the  accredited-herd  agreement  plan. 
Of  the  76  animals  tested  in  the  five  herds,  four  reactors  were  found. 
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Belle  ?ourche  (continued) 

Sixteen  herds  were  recomr.ended  to  "be  removed  from  the  raiting  list,  as 
the  owners  had  either  sold  or  exchf^nsed  cat+le  or  '"ere  so  situs. ted  that 
they  ran  their  young  stock  on  the  r3n5:;e  during;  the  suTiT.er  months  and  could 
not  keep  '^ithin  the  requirements  of  the  accredited-herd  ai!;reement.  To 
date  tT^enty  herds  have  passed  the  first  test  "'ith  no  reactors,  vrhile  six 
herds  h-ave  sho^n  reactors  on  the  first  test.     Of  the  5^47  animals  tested, 
eleven  reactors  have  heen  found.     Three  herds  of  the  project  are  accred- 
ited; and  t^^elve  herds  ^ill  receive  the  second  test  this  sunr-iier,  and  if 
free  of  tuberculosis  ^ill  "be  placed  on  the  accredited-herd  list. 

Six  hands  of  sheep  ^ere  dipped  for  scahies  eradication  during  the 
week.    One  day  ^as  spent  ^ith  Dr.  Niederauer  on  tubercular  ^ork  and  parts 
of  t'^'o  days  ^"ith  Dr.  Davis  on  sheep  inspection  ^'ork  in  the  southern  pert 
of  the  project  and  in  Meade  County.    One  poultry  club  meeting  ^as  attended 
on  Saturday. 

Sheep  dipping  for  the  eradication  of  scabies  continued  during  the 
v'eek  ending  Ivlay  2;  six  bands  of  sheep  ^"ere  dipped  under  supervision. 
There  '^ill  be  little  more  dipping  until  after  shearing,  "hen  many  of  the 
large  bands  on  the  range  of  range  sheep  and  bands  made  of  £;roups  of  sheep 
from  project  farms  rill  h^ve  one  dippinz.     So  far  as  v^e  knor^,  there  is  no 
active  scab  present  in  any  flocks  at  the  present  time.     Quarantines  ^ill 
not  be  lifted  from  exposed  sheep  until  the  premises,  yards,  and  sheds  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

Parts  of  t'^o  d.ays  of  the  'r^eek  ^ere  spent  in  making  arrangements  ^ot 
the  farmers'  picnic  to  be  held  on  the  ilisland  fair  grounds  on  the  6th  of 
June.     It  is  planned  to  follow  the  success-^ul  method  of  last  year  by  having 
the  communities  of  the  county  provide  much  of  their  o^n  entertainment  by 
giving  playlets  or  stunts  on  the  stage  of  the  pavilion  on  the  fair  grounds,* 
Last  year  four  communities  put  on  vaudeville  acts  that  rere  ^ood  and  aided 
materially  in  bringing  out  a  larse  gathering  of  700  farmers  and  their  fam- 
ilies.    County  Agent  Ellison  has  secured  a  speaker  from  the  3t?te  college 
'^ho  ^ill  talk  on  the  cooperative  marketing  organizations  of  the  State  fol- 
Ic^ing  the  us'-osl  business  meeting:  and  tbe  corrrnnanity  entertainments. 

The  "Federal  Board  of  Survey  and  Adjustments  m.et  ^ith  the  irrigation 
district  board  of  the  Belle  Tourche  Ir^-igation  Project  during  the  v'eek, 
making  a  personal  inspection  and  investigation  of  the  local  conditions  and 
securing  first-han:^.  information  upon  '^hich  to  base  their  report  and  recom.- 
mendations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.     The  Tederal  board  consisted 
of  ex-jovernor  Thos.  E.  Ca.mpbell ,  of  Arizona;  Hon.        IT.  G-oodwin,  former 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  and  Hon.  B.  ?.  Meyers,  Comm.issioner 
of  Agriculture  for  South  Dakota.     It  is  f^lt  that  the  commission  through 
its  personal  contact  ^ith  the  local  conditions  -^ill  be  able  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  tending'  to  the  relief  and  bet- 
terment of  the  local  settlers. 

Serum  and  virus  for  cholera,  immunization  has  been  ordered  for  t'^o 
farmers.     LTo  cholera  outbreaks  are  kno^n;  but  "^ith  higher  prices  assured 
for  the  feeder  and  fat  stock,  a  more  general  use  of  serum  and  virus  to 
secure  immunization  may  be  e:cpected.

Durine-  the  week  endin-s:  lllay  2  somje  time  wgs  riven  to  assisting  in  an 
outbreak  of  red  water.     Three  cases  occurred  on  three  different  farms. 
This  is  quite  a  serious  trouble  in  the  western  part  of  the  Stat^,  and  there 
has  been  considerable  loss  of  cattle  in  some  localities.     The  ailment  seems 
to  occur  here  principally  in  co^s  during  the  first  month  or  so  after  calv- 
ing.   Very  excellent  results  have  been  secured  in  nursings;  the  cases  of  red 
water  in  this  vicinity.     Very  few  losses  have  occurred  ^i^here  treatmert  ^as 
^iven.     The  usual  method  of  procedure,  which  has  been  developed  locally,  is 
to  give  heavy  doses  three  times  a  day  of  stimulating  drugs,  accompanied 
^ith  sufficient  epsora  salts  to  keep  the  bo"'els  very  free.     The  prescription 
is  as  follows:    Powdered  nux  vomica,  one  part,  powdered  ginger  one  part, 
powdered  gentian  two  parts,  and  pondered  iron  sulphate  one  part.  These 
"irugs  are  thoroughly  mixed  and  administered  at  the  rate  of  two  table  spoon- 
fuls three  times  a  day,  given  in  the  dry  form  and  placed  on  the  back  of  the 
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tcn^e  .     The  treatment  must  "be  continued  -^or  several  dsys  to  "brin^  a"bout 
recovery.     Immediate  treatment  upon  noticins^  the  troutle  is  very  essential, 
accord inf;  to  local  experiences. 

Dnring  the  past  '^eek  assistance  was  rendered  in  the  selection  of 
two  dairy  "bulls,  and  a  third  registered  Jersey  "bull  was  received  into  the 
project,  previously  selected  from  Ut?h. 

The  cutworm  situation  is  rapidly  improving,  and  the  farmers  are  no 
longer  anxious  ahout  it.    One  article  was  prepared  for  the  local  press  on 
this  subject.    A  second  article  was  prepared  for  the  local  papers  covering 
an  ou thread  of  rahies  in  one  district.     This  was  written  to  acquaint  the 
people  with  the  situation  and  to  serve  as  a  warning,  so  that  precautions 
could  be  taken  for  the  safety  of  both  the  families  and  tlie  livestock.

At  a  meeting  0^   the  ne^'ly  organized  comzr.unity  club  near  Delta  on 
Friday  nieht ,  a  short  discussion  of  sheep  feeding  ^as  ^iven.     There  has 
been  m.uch  interest  in  this  subject  in  that  particular  section  t^here  some 
10,00c  lambs  -^era  very  profitably  finished  for  market  last  year  on  beet 
tops  and  hay.     IIo  ef-^ort  vas  made  to  encoiirsge  the  feeding  of  greater 
numbers  of  lambs,  as  it  is  feared  that  the  idea  is  already  rather  ovef- 
populer.     Literature  on  lamb  feeding  in  this  State  -^as  distributed  and 
caution  ras  expressed  a^sainst  the  overdoing  of  what  h^s  so  far  proved  to 
be  a  iood  thing  for  the  community. 

A  field  T^hich  is  being  prepared  for  pasture  '^as  inspected. 

It  is  in  ideal  condition;  and  if  it  turns  out  as  T^ell  as  is  ho-oed,  it  ^ill 
be  used  later  for  demonstration  purposes.

The  plo^^ing  and  preparation  of  ground  in  Field  E  :^or  corn  «nd 
potatoes  778S  continued,  and  the  first  planting  of  potatoes  in  the  time- 
of -planting  test  "?!'as  made  on  the  7th. 

A  fairly  good  head  of  '^ater  ^as  available  most  of  the  ^eek,  ^nd 
the  alfaJfa,  s^^eet  clover,  and  grass  pastures  in  Fields  A,  B,  C,  and  D 
were  irrigated. 

;^uite  an  extensive  campaign  ^as  put  on  by  the  Burlington  and  Union 
Pacific  railroads  throughout  the  beet-gro*^ing  districts  in  ;^Tebraska  and 
Colorado  during  the  '^eek.    Their  slogan  '^as ,  "A  ton  more  of  beets  to  the 
acre  for  I925."    Special  trains  ^ere  run  by  both  roads,  and  exhibits 
^ere  carried  shoeing  the  beet  plant  at  various  stages  of  grorth  and  the 
advantages  of  proper  thinning.    The  Superintendent  accompanied  the  Union 
Pacific  train  throughout  the  tour  as  the  representative  of  the  University 
of  Nebraska.

Activities  on  the  Project  are  confined  mostly  to  thinning  and 
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cultivating  cotton  and  the  "baling  of  the  first  c^j-ttin,^  of  al^'^alfa  hay. 
Prices  for  "baled  hay  remain  around  Jl6  to  olS  per  ton. 

Work  performed  on  the  station  during  the  t^o-T^eek  period  consisted 
of  harvesting  and  threshing  "barley  and  ^heat  varieties,  "both  on  the  var- 
iety test  and  the  irrigated  rotations;  harvesting  the  second  cutting  of 
alfalfa  hay  on  all  tests;  cultivating  cotton;  hoeing  "borders  and  roadways; 
and  general  irrigating. 

An  educational  program  in  the  use  of  fertilizer  ^as  undertaken  the 
vreek  of  May  U  to  9-     The  results  of  fertilizer  tests  ^ere  discussed  at 
farm  "bureau  meetings  at  Somerton,  Gadsden,  and  the  Hood  district  in  the 
Yuma  "Galley.     The  campaign  tenninated  '^ith  the  field  tour  and  demonstra- 
tion on  the  experiment  fafm  on  Saturday  the  9th.    This  program  was  ar- 
ranged under  the  auspices  of  the  T7ater  Users  '  Association  of  the  project 
in  co-operation  ^ith  the  Heclamation  Service,  the  County  Agent,  and  the 
Experiment  Stations.

Demonstrations  on  Reclajaation  pro  ejects 

Belle  Fourche 

Tearing  the  week  ending  May  9  "bands  of  sheep  were  dipr)ed  for  sca- 
bies at  three  farms.     There  are  still  15  "bands  of  sheep  to  be  dipped, 
mostly  on  the  ran^e . 

One  trip  "'as  made  to  Belle  Fourche  in  the  Experiment  Farm  truck 
in  -"^hich  10  CoTriedale  e^es  veve  brought  back  to  the  project  for  use  in 
the  Corriedale  sheep  club. 

Parts  of  two  days  were  spent  ^'ith  C.  T.  Hall,  of  Hot  Springs,  in- 
specting the  registered  Ayrshire  cattle  he  shipoed  into  the  project  last 
fall.     The  cattle  all  look  fine,  and  the  farmers  are  well  pleased  ^'ith  the 
bargains  made  '^ith  Mr.  Hall.    Mr.  Hall  charges  6  per  cent  interest  to  the 
club  members  and  7  per  cent  to  others.    Banks  would  charge  10  per  cent 
interest  besides  other  security,  and  insurance  ^ould  also  be  required  in 
some  cases.     The  present  indications  are  that  the  cattle  win  b^-  entirely 
paid  for  within  t^o  years. 

Part  of  one  day  was  spent  with  Co^anty  Agent  SllisoJi  on  club  and 
county  fair  work.     3utterfat  tests  "ere  Tj.n  for  one  dairjTiian. 

Eggs  are  quoted  at  20  cents  per  dozen  and  butterfat  at  3^  cents 
per  pound  on  our  local  markets.

The  weather  ^as  fair  and  warm  during  the  entire  week  ending  May  9 
and  Was  excellent  for  growing  crops.    Practically  no  irrigation  has  been 
done  so  far.     Some  water  ^as  turned  into  the  ditches  the  middle  of  the 
'^eek,  but  vevir  little  was  used.     Late-sown  winter  ^heat  appears  to  be  25 
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T^l? thead  (continued) 

to  75  pe^  cent  ^'inter  killed,  ^hile  the  early-soTrn  -erain  seems  to  have 
"been  damaged  "but  little. 

T^o  clu"b  meetings  r^ere  attended  and  directed,  and  a  conference  was 
held  with  t^o  local  leaders.  One  -pi^  club  ^emher  ras  visited  and  advised 
on  feeding  and  control  of  skin  disease  appearing  on  the  little  pi^s. 

One  flock  of  7^  hens  '"as  culled  and  the  method  demonstrated;  3^ 
hens  T^ere  culled  out.    A  meeting  near  Hound  Butte  ^as  attended,  and  a 
poultry  meetin;^  ^ith  iMiss  Cushman  of  the  State  Extension  Service  ras 
planned. 

T!he  matter  of  weighing  fleeces  at  shearing  time  for  use  in  culling 
flocks  T7as  discussed  rith  two  sheep  men.    Both  were  favorable  if  arrange- 
ments were  such  that  shearing  did  not  occur  when  the  agriculturist  was 
attending  the  conference  at  Fort  Collins.     They  were  planning  to  shear 
the  last  of  May. 

Cow-testing  association  reports  were  checked  and  it  was  found  that 
10  of  the  25  herds  in  the  Association  last  year, for  at  least  nine  months, 
had  averae-ed  3OO  pounds  "butterfat  or  over  and  had  qualified  for  membership 
in  the  "Three  Hundred  Pound  Herd  Honor  Roll,"  established  hy  the  National 
Dairy  Association.     It  is  felt  that  this  is  an  enviahle  record  for  the 
Flathead  Project  herds.     It  was  also  discovered  that  one  3^5  pound  fat 
cow  had  previously  "been  omitted.     1?his  "brings  the  total  to  Uo  cows  out  of 
2"70  who  averaged  a  daily  production  of  at  least  a  pound  of  fat  a  day  for 
365  days. 

Further  trials  with  poisoned  oats  and  calcium  cyanide  were  made  on 
gophers  in  the  field.    Hull-less  oats  were  used  instead  of  the  steam- 
rolled  previously  prepared,  and  better  results  were  obtained.     The  calcium 
cyanide  resulted  in  practically  100  per  cent  effectiveness  in  the  small 
number  of  burrows  treated. 

Office  calls  on  contagious  abortion,  the  danger  of  poisoning  from 
wild  parsnips,  and  rodent  poisoning  were  given  attention.    A  Dairy  Tour 
in  the  Jocko  Valley  in  June  was  taken  up  ^ith  the  comm^unity  club  president 
and  others  of  that  "Galley.    One  dairyman  ^^as  assisted  in  locating  suitable 
Guernsey  bull  calves,  he  wishing  to  get  one  with  good  production  backing 
to  improve  his  purebred  herd  nc^  on  test.

Minidoka 

Two  days  of  the  week  ending  May  9  "'ere  spent  on  calf  club  matters. 
On  Thursday  all  of  the  farms  were  visited  on  '^hich  the  calves  -^^re  placed^ 
and  the  matter  of  handling  and  feeding  them  was  investigated  and  discussed 
''ith  fathers  of  the  boys.  On  Saturday  a  meeting  of  the  boys  was  held  at 
the  home  of  two  of  the  members.  They  ^ere  started  in  their  record-keeping 
and  were  given  instruction  in  breaking  their  calves  to  lead  and  in  elemen- 
tary judging. 

The  poultry  co-operators  "'ere  visited,  inspecting  their  flocks  and 
plants  and  methods  of  handling  laying  flocks  and  brooding  baby  chicks. 
They  were  practically  all  following  the  instructions  outlined  by  the  Poul- 
try Department  of  the  University  of  Idaho;  and  in  all  cases  except  one  the 
T^rooding  of  baby  chicks  ^as  going  on  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 
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Two  farmers  ^ere  assisted  in  registering  Holstein  Ca.lves,  one  in 
treating  sheep  for  "Pink"Eye",  one  in  manaiS^in^  an  incubator,  one  in  se- 
lecting a  herd  "bull,  and  one  in  selectin,^;  a  herd  hoar. 

To  <?et  some  idea  of  what  mi^ht  be  expected  in  the  returns  from  a 
case  of  e^^s  shipped  cooperatively,  the  agriculturist  and  a  farmer,  Mr. 
Moy,  candled  and  packed  a  case  of  e^gs  for  shipment.     These  e^^s  were  not 
more  than  t^o  days  old  and  were  gathered  carefully  and  cooled  in  a  well 
ventilated  cooling  room.    Prom  these  fresh  es,gs,  carefully  handled,  lU 
cracks,  k  dirties,  U  blood  spots,  and  1  rot  were  candled  out.    This  dem- 
onstration was  made  to  shoT  the  farmer  what  factors  were  causing  lower 
grades  than  he  expected  on  his  eggs. 

The  weather  continues  excellent  for  all  growing  crops.    The  pro- 
ject has  had  several  good  showers.    Work  in  the  beet  fields  is  beginning. 
Alfalfa  prospects  are  good.

Newlands 

The  report  for  the  week  ending  May  9  is  as  follows: 

The  cooperative  rabbit-feeding  experiment,  which  has  heen  carried 
on  during  the  month  of  April,  shows  some  very  interesting  results.  The 
most  surprising  feature  of  the  experiment  was  the  enormous  amount  of 
alfalfa  hay  eaten  by  the  rabbits  in  proportion  to  the  live  weight.  An- 
other interesting  feature  was  the  small  amount  of  hay  eaten  to  make  a 
pound  of  gain.    Thirty  young  rabbits  with  an  initial  weight  of  about  one 
pound  at  one  month  of  age  at  the  beginning  of  the  experiment  consumed  hay 
during  the  month  at  the  rate  of  15.S  per  cent  of  their  weight  each  day. 
They  produced  one  pound  of  gain  for  71  pounds  of  hay,  and  made  an  average 
daily  gain  of  1,9  per  cent.    This  lot  of  rabbits  were  fed  good  third- 
crop  alfalfa  hay  with  no  supplement.    ''?hen  it  is  realised  that  a  dairy 
cow  will  eat  an  amount  of  hay  equal  to  only  3i  P^r  cent  of  her  weight 
each  day,  this  large  amount  of  hay  eaten  "by  rahbits  is  almost  \inhelieve- 
able.    The  economy  of  gains  is  also  remarkable.    "/Tith  hay  at  $10  a  ton 
these  rabbits  produced  meat  at  U%  cents  per  pound  live  weight,  which  is 
by  far  the  cheapest  production  secured  on  any  meat  animal.    The  selling 
price  of  rabbits  on  the  Newlands  Project  is  approximately  lUj  cents  per 
pound  live  weight. 

A  second  lot  of  rabbits,  about  60  in  number,  have  been  fed  on  good 
second-crop  alfalfa  hay,  but  with  far  less  satisfactory  results.    This  is 
in  keeping  with  results  of  feeding  second-crop  alfalfa  hay  to  dairy  stock. 
The  per  cent  of  daily  hay  eaten  by  this  second  lot  amounted  to  13.?  in 
proportion  to  their  weight.    The  hay  required  to  make  one  pound  of  gain 
amounted  to  11.6  pounds.    The  per  cent  of  daily  gain  amounted  to  1. 
These  last  results  illustrate  the  great  difference  in  the  feeding  of  good 
and  poor  hay  by  the  rabbit  grower. 

This  rabbit -growing  experiment  will  be  conducted  for  some  time  yet 
and  other  phases  will  he  taken  up. 

A  special  study  has  been  made  during  the  month  of  some  rabbit  ail- 
ments and  successful  methods  of  treatment  have  been  worked  out.    All  of 
these  observations  will  he  compiled  and  made  available  for  those  inter- 
ested in  rabbit  production  on  the  project.

One  pulling  demonstration  ras  ?:iven  this  "^eek;  I50  hens  ^ere  han- 
dled and  40  non-layers  ^ere  discarded.     T-jherculosis  "'as  detected  in  this 
flock.    A  post-mortem  demonstration  was  -ziven,  and  the  O'^ner  ''•as  advised 
ho'.^  to  proceed  to  clean  up. 

lulls  ^'ere  chan^^ed  in  t^o  bull  clubs  in  the  rest  end  of  the  pro- 
ject.   One  youn^;  bull  ^as  put  out  temporarily.    A  member  of  the  Sheep 
Creek  bull  club,  ^hose  herd  has  increased  to  the  extent  that  he  needs  a 
bull  of  his  orn,  decided  to  buy  a  bull  calf  for  future  use.    He  ras  ac- 
com.panied  to  a  local  breeder  and  assistance  ^as  siven  him  in  selecting  a 
Calf.     T^o  other  youn^;  bulls  '^'ere  selected  this  r^eek  for  farmers  and  one 
purebred  heifer  calf  ^as  selected  for  a  calf  club  member. 

T^o  more  dairy  calf  clubs  and  one  sheep  club  ?^ere  organized  in 
Scotts  Bluff  County.     Tfc.is  county  no-^  has  6  calf,  U  pig,  and  2  sheep 
clubs.    Morrill  County  has  1  calf  and  2  pig  clubs. 

Spring  pigs  T^ere  immunized  in  t^o  herds.    The  total  number  vaccin- 
ated ras  125.

Uncompahgre 

Part  of  the  ^^eek  ending  May  9  ^as  spent  on  the  farm' of  a  local 
sheep  breeder  T^ho  wished  to  have  the  fleeces  of  his  slieep  "'eighed  indi- 
vidually.   On  account  o-^  rain  the  ^ork  '"as  delayed  and  so  took  consider- 
ably longer  than  '^ould  h?ve  been  the  case  ^ith  good  -^eather.    One  hundred 
and  eighteen  head  '^ere  shorn,  including  five  rams.     Si^ht  head  of  the 
eres  were  purebred  Kampshires  shipped,  in  from  Idaho  in  January,     All  of 
these  Idaho  eres  have  proved  to  be  light  shearers,  but  as  they  are  thin 
?nd  lamhed  early  it  is  thoi^ght  that  they  ma.y  sho'^  up  better  next  year. 
Hhe  flock  averaged  only  a  little  over  seven  pounds  of  ^ool  per  head,  with 
a  variation  of  from  U  to  lU  po^ands.    Yearling  rams  used  in  the  flock  last 
^all  varied  from  5-5  ^0  13-3  pounds.     The  owner  became  very  much  inter- 
ested in  the  idea  and  "'ishes  to  continue  for  a  number  of  years  until  the 
flock  average  has  been  raised  to  ^hat  he  thinks  it  should  be.  Everything 
shearing  over  seven  pounds  '^'as  marked,  there  being  61  of  theje  including 
the  rams,  ot  less  than  52  per  cent.     The  effect  of  goo^  blood  was  shown 
by  twin  yearling  ewes  that  averaged  12  pounds  of  good  '^ool,  both  being 
good  individuals  as  -^ell. 

The  field  man  from,  the  office  of  the  State  Dairy  Commission  visited 
the  project  to  see  a  Eolstein  bull  that  had  been  advertised  for  sale  with 
the  idea  of  buying  it  for  the  College  herd.     The  bull  had  been  sold;  but 
two  herds  with  highly  bred  bulls  for  sale  or  lease  were  visited,  and  a 
bull  was  selected  that  '^as  considered  satisfactory.    The  livestock  special- 
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ist  from  the  State  Sxtens'ion  Service  also  vi<;ited  Montrose  and  Delta 
Counties  on  range  investigations,  and  a.  visit  Tas  made  vith  him  and  Mr. 
Tucker,  Montrose  County  A^^ent,  to  one  0*^  the  cattle  ranges.    Calls  ^ere 
made  on  a  numl:er  of  cattle  men.  and  t'^o  were  found  '%o  are  billing  to 
co-operate  in  a  ran^e  management  project  in  connection  '"ith  the  use  of 
pastures  as  a  spring  supplement  of  the  range  for  early  feeding  before 
^rass  on  the  range  is  sufficient  to  keep  stock  *"ithout  shrinkage. 

"The  Smith -Fusrhes  classes  from  seven  hish  schools  held  the  annual 
stock- judging  contest  on  Saturday,  at  which  this  of-f'ice  was  asked  to  act 
9.S  judge.  Draft  horses,  dairy  cattle,  heef  cattle,  fat  hogs,  and  breeding 
ewes  ^'ere  judged.  Oral  reasons  were  given  on  one  class  and  written  rea- 
sons on  the  other  four.  Th.e  work  of  the  coctestants  was  very  cred.i table 
in  most  cases,  although  some  of  the  Classes  of  livestock  were  not  at  all 
satisfactory. 

A  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  County  ?arm  Bureau  was  called 
for  the  afternoon  of  Thursday  to  meet  a  representative  of  the  American 
Farm  Bureau  Federation,  but  it  was  poorly  attended.     The  meeting  was  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  a  plan  which  would  stimulate  interest  in  the 
Farm  Bureau  and  help  to  build  up  the  membership,  the  organization  in 
Montrose  being  practically  dead  at  this  time.

At  the  High  School  grc-onds  the  variety  test  of 
field    corn  consists  of  five  ro^vs  each  of  Rainbo^^  flint,  De  Tolf 's  pro- 
lific, Sq-oa-^,  Early  I/urdock,  TTisconsin  No -7,  TZimpie 's  Yellow  Dent.

A 
circular  letter  to  Uo  sheepmen  was  sent  out  from  this  office  regarding 
the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  cf  premises.     The  railway  yardr,  at  ^island 
and  Hewell  are  being  cleaned  thoroughly  and  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition: 
they  ?rill  be  sprayed  during  the  coming  ^eek  and  frequently  during  the 
shipping  season. 

Samples  of  milk  T^ere  gathered  at  three  farms,  and  butter-iat  tests 
''ere  run  for  four  dairymen.     A  cheese-maker  from  Wisconsin  is  scheduled 
to  be  on  the  project  the  doming  week  in  connection  "^ith  the  proposed 
cheese  factory.

On  Thursday  of  the  reek  ending  May  16  a  trip  '^as  made  to  "Reno, 
Jlevada,  to  confer  rith  the  Extension  and  the  Veterinary  Departments  and 
to  consult  ^^ith  the  Experiment  Station  men  r«'ho  are  wor'icing  on  the  con- 
trol of  alfalfa  ^eevil .     The  spraying  and  dustin^  methods  with  calcium 
arsenate  for  the  control  of  alfalfa  reevil  is  "bein^  studied  to  see  ^^hich 
is  pref eral-le .     The  dusting  m.ethod,  "'here  20  per  cent  of  calciuT:  arsen- 
ate and  80  per  cent  of  sulphur  are  used  in  a  soecipll;^"  prepared  fine 
mixture,   ~ives  promise  of  t'ein^  a  very  efficient  and  convenient  methcd 
of  control.     Extensive  experiments  ^ill  he  conducted  during  the  summer 
along  these  lines,  "be sinnin.::  in  the  next  fe^  days.     Since  the  alfalfa 
veevil  has  haen  fo"ajid  on  the  Ue^^lands  project,  there  v^ili  no  doubt  he 
need  for  control  measures  here  very  shortly. 

On  Saturday  of  the  past  ^^eek  a.  rahhi t-growing  experiment  that 
has  heen  carried  on  since  March  ^i7as  "brougl^t  to  a  close,  and  the  rahbits

"'ere  quit^  effective.     Eor  one-  to  one  and  a  half-pound  -al-hits,  ten 
drops  of  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  ^luid  extract  of  nux  vomica,  einger, 
and  sentisn  ^ith  a  half  teas'ooonful  of  epsom  salts  saturated  solution 
^ere  ^ivzn.     This  "'as  repeated  on  the  second  day,  and  the  rahhits  '"ere 
put  into  ne'"  ouarters.     "^he  second  method  of  treatment  consisted  in  liv- 
ing each  rahhit  a  full  m.edicin^  droppoT-  of  castor  oil,  putting  the  rab- 
bits into  n-'"  Quarters.     Beneficial  results  "'or?  very  noticeable,  and  the 
losses  "^ere  almost  entirely  stopped.     One  o-^  the  symptoms  of  this  disease

Two  shearers  started  shearing  sheep  with  a  machine  on  May  7-  All 
but  three  or  four  small  flocks  will  be  sheared  at  seven  or  eight  farms, 
four  or  five  flocks  being  sheared  at  each  place.     I  spent  one  and  a  half 
days  weighing  fleeces  to  get  an  idea  of  the  variation  in  weight  and  grade 
in  the  same  flock.     One  of  the  most  uniform  flocks  was  v-eighed  this  week, 
and  we  expect  to  weigh  the  fleeces  from  one  of  the  most  uneven  flocks  next 
we  ek . 

During  the  week  ending  May  lb  several  light  showers  delayed  shear- 
ing and  somewhat  retarded  field  work.     A  heavy  rain  accompanied  by  hail 
occurred  on  the  lUth.     Consideiabie  damage  was  done  in  the  Pole  Cat  Valley 
on  the  Erannie  Division.     'Vhere  the  storm  was  most  severe  the  alfalfa  was 
cut  back  to  the  croons,  and  beets  which  were  up  ^ere  destroyed. 

One  day  was  spent  in  weighing  fleeces  as  the  sheep  were  sheared. 
Milk  samples  were  collected  and  tested  from,  the  nine  herds  using  the  G-ov- 
ernment  bulls.     Milk  samples  were  also  collected  and  tested  from  three 
other  herds.     One  five-acre  pasture  was  sown  with  mixed  grasses.  One 
flock  of  hens  wa:s  ■  culled.

San  Antonio 

During  the  four  weeks  ending  May  2}  the  following  meteorological 
data  were  recorded:    Maximum  temperature  S3*  May  19 1  minimum  39 ♦  April  30; 
greatest  daily  range  37.  April  28;  and  precipitation  2.06  inches.  Twenty 
days  were  clear,  three  were  partly  cloudy,  and  five  were  cloudy.  The 
first  half  inch  of  precipitation  came  in  small,  scattered  showers  and 
was  lost  hy  evaporation  shortly  after  falling.     The  remainder  came  in  the 
form  of  local  sho^^ers,  "but  ^as  of  such  proportions  at  the  station  as  to 
"be  effective  in  temporarily  "breaking  the  long  period  of  drought.  Corn 
and  sorghums  which  had  been  planted  in  dry  seed  "beds  the  latter  part  of  ■ 
March  finally  emerged  to  generally  good  stands  following  rains  of  Jfey  8 
and  10  (1.56  inches). 

Preparation  of  seed  "beds  for  cotton  was  started  May  12,  and  plant- 
ing of  rotation  plats  was  done  May  13  and  lU.     Cotton  plantings  ^rrere  made 
May  15  and  16  on  D-3,  D-U,  and  the  Herhst  trp.ct  for  the  Of -f" ice  of  Crop 
Acclimatization.    Hot,  dry  weather,  which  followed  planting,  rapidly 
dried  out  the  upper  soil,  and  stands  secured  range  from  very  poor  to 
excellent,  with  the  majority  classed  aS  p6or  or  worse. 

Elax  harvest  was  started  May  ^.    kipening  was  progressing  rapidly 
until  the  rains  came.     Since  then  new  growth  has  started  and  the  ripening 
of  later  varieties  has  "been  slow  and  non-uniform.     The  yields  of  flax 
will  "be  small,  "but  it  is  the  only  winter  crop  on  the  station  which  has 
produced  grain. 

Winter  oats  on  the  rotation  and  tillage  plats  were  a  complete 
failure  as  a  grain  crop  and  produced  an  insignificant  yield  of  hay  of 
poor  quality  on  only  those  plats  which  had  "been  sunmer-plowed.     In  the 
small  grain  variety  test  (planted  on  summer-fallowed  land)  oats  made  fair 
to  poor  plant  growth,  "but  failed  to  fill.    Hannchen,  Stavropol,  and  Texas 
Winter  varieties  of  barley  made  fair  growth  and  set  a  fairly  good  crop 
of  grain,  while  Termessee  Winter  and  White  Club  failed  entirely.  Texas 
Winter  rye  made  good  growth  and  set  a  fairly  good  crop  of  grain,  while 
Rosen,  the  only  other  variety  tested,  made  little  plant  growth  and  set 
no  grain.    Arnautka  and  Kubanka  varieties  of  wheat  made  satisfactory 
plant  growth  and  produced  good  crops  of  well -filled  grain;  Early  Baart 
and  Mediterranean  varieties  were  entirely  unable  to  withstand  '.he  drought. 
The  small  amount  of  grain  which  barley,  rye,  and  wheat  attempted  to  mature 
was  entirely  destroyed  by  birds  while  in  the  milk  or  early  dough  stages. 
The  varieties  were  mowed,  and  the  weight  of  hay  produced  is  the  only 
record  made  in  connection  with  yields  from  the  experiment. 

A  grain  sorghum  variety  test  was  planted  May  19  on  C-5.    Dae  to 
the  fact  that  this  field  was  plowed  after  the  last  fall  rains  and  was 
extremely  dry,  rough,  and  cloddy  when  the  above-noted  precipitation 
occurred,  there  was  very  little  moisture  in  the  seed  bed  at  time  of 
planting  and,  unless  subsequent  weather  conditions  are  favorable,  it  is 
very  doubtful  whether  emergence  will  take  place.

?he  average  maxim'cun  temperature  for  the  t^o-vreek  period  ending 
May  23  was  72,  ^ith  a  maximum  of  91  on  the  21st;  the  average  minimum  vias 
U5,  ^ith  a  minimum  of  38  on  the  13th.     'Tl-e  rainfall  for  the  period  ras 
1.85  inches.     The  total  precipitation  since  April  1  has  "been  3'06  inches 
as  compared  '^ith  0.55  inch  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

During  this  period  water  has  "been  ran  continuously*  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two  days,  when,  through  an  error  of  the  ditch  rider,  ^ater 
was  shut  off.  All  of  the  alfalfa  and  s'-'eet  clover  fields  and  the  alfalfa 
plats  in  Field  K  have  heen  irrigated  once  and  are  in  good  condition. 

Daring  the  past  two  i^eeks  the  corn  plats  in  Field  II -C,  and  a 
part  of  Field  3  "^ere  prepared  and  planted.  All  "beet  plats  receivedtihe 
first  cultivation,  and  the  potatoes  in  the  time-of -digging  test  and  the 
second  in  the  time -of -planting  test  "'ere  planted. 

All  of  the  hogs,  with  the  exception  of  half  a  car  that  is  "bfeirg 
prepared  for  market,  are  no'i^  on  pasture.  T'he  ewes  and  lamhs  have  "boen 
divided  up  and  entered  on  the  summer-feeding  t3Sts.

The  maximum  temperature  for  the  two  weeks  ending  May  30  ^^l^  ^3* 
minimum  35.  and  precipitation  .57  inch. 

Due  to  conditions  of  prolonged  drouth  which  continued  through  this 
period,  crops  in  this  section  both  on  irrigated  and  dry  lands  are  in 
rather  poor  condition.     Irrigation  to  provide  moisture  for  germination  of 
seeds  was  general  throughout  the  valley.    It  is  prohahle  that  some  of  the 
sugar-heet  acreage  will  he  abandoned  and  the  land  seeded  to  late  grains 
or  "beans. 

At  the  station,  the  seeding  of  corn  and  beans  was  completed  and 
the  irrigation  of  all  crops  was  continued. 

A  demonstration  train  operated  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  and 
the  Great  Western  Sugar  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  sugar- 
beet  industry,  was  on  the  Project  during  the  week  and  meetings  were  held 
at  three  points  on  the  project.    Separate  meetings  were  held  with  growers 
and  beet  laborers,  and  the  principal  points  brought  out  were  the  value  of 
crop  rotations  and  of  proper  hand  labor  in  leaving  better  stands  and 
selecting  the  larger  plants  at  thinning. 

Messrs.  W.  P.  Hogarty,  J.  A.  McMasters,  and  A.  M.  Hutchins,  offi- 
cials of  the  Great  Western  Sugar  Company,  and  Director  P.  B.  Linfield  of 
the  Montana  State  Station,  were  station  visitors  during  the  week.

The  Ayrshire  cluh  held  a  m.eeting  on  Wednesday,  at  which  time  a  dem- 
onstration and  the  use  of  score  cards  in  connection  with  the  judging  of 
dairy  animals  was  given  and  explained  to  the  younger  memhers  of  the  club. 
The  hoys  and  girls  of  all  the  clubs  are  very  d&sirous  of  attending  the 
State  fair  this  year;  there  promises  to  be  real  competition  in  the  county, 
and  the  chances  look  bright  for  the  selection  of  competent  demonstration 
teams  to  represent  the  county.

San  Antonio 

During  the  three  weeks  ending  June  13  a  maximum  temperature  of  101 
degrees  was  recorded;  the  minimum  for  the  same  period  was  62,  and  the 
greatest  daily  range  was  32.    A  measurahle  quantity  of  precipitation  was 
recorded  on  three  days  as  follows:     .26  inch  May  25,  .20  inch  June  6,  and 
.02  inch  June  13— a  total  of  .Ug  inch.    Twelve  days  were  clear,  eight  '^'ere 
partly  cloudy,  and  one  day  was  cloudy. 

The  first  cutting  of  Rhodes  grass  was  harvested  May  26,  w'ith  a  yield 
of  .39  ton  per  acre  of  air-dry  bay.    This  gras?  remained  practically  dor- 
mant until  May  10  and  had  just  started  heading  when  harvested. 

Ail  cotton,  fcotn.  and  row  sorghum^Tplantings  were  given  one  cultiva- 
tion.   Corn  on  the  rotation  and  tillage  plats  was  thinned  June  U. 

Other  field  operations  included  the  manuring,  plowing,  and  subsoil^ 
ing  of  rotation  plats;  plowing  flax  stubble  on  Field  B-U  and  oat  stubble 
on  Fields  B-3  and  C-3;  disk  harrowing  Fields  G-3  and  F-3  for  control  of 
gfass  and  weeds;  chopping  Johnson  grass  from  cotton  plantings  and  miscel- 
laneous rotation  plats;  and  irrigating  nursery  and  grounds  plantings. 

The  harvesting  of  flax  was  completed,  and  on  June  9  and  10  that 
from  the  one-twentieth  acre  variety  test  plats  was  threshed  and  recleaned. 
The  combined  effects  of  late  planting,  winter  killing,  and  protracted 
drouth  resulted  in  very  low  yields.    The  big  seeded  Argentine  selections 
exhibited  more  power  to  yield  under  the  extremely  severe  climatic  condi- 
tions than  the  Russian  strains.     The  following  table  summarizes  the  more 
important  data  recorded  during  the  season.    Planting  seed  of  C.  I.  numbers 
2^^,  31U,  and  316  was  produced  in  North  Dakota,  while  seed  Of  the  other 
numbers  was  from  the  local  192U  crop.

Scottsbluff 

The  average  maximum  temperature  for  the  reek  ending  June  13  ^as  72, 
with  a  maximum  of  85  on  the  lOth;  the  average  minimum  was  U6,  ^rrith  a  mini- 
mum of  3s  on  the  morning  of  the  8th.    On  this  morning  there  was  frost  re- 
ported in  some  localities  on  the  Project.    This  cold  spell  followed  the 
heaviest  rain  recorded  at  this  station.     In  a  2U-hour  rain,  beginning  Sat- 
urday evening  and  lasting  until  the  next  evening,  there  were  2.91  inches 
of  rain.    It  was  a  general  rain  so  far  as  this  Valley  was  concerned,  the 
rainfall  varying  from  2.50  on  the  south  side  to  2.91  at  this  station. 

During  the  week  the  potato  plats  in  Field  K  ^ere  planted.  The 
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spindle  tulDer  test  plats  and  another  four  ro'^s  in  the  time-of -planting 
test  in  Field  E  were  planted.     All  beet  plats  v;ere  cultivated  in  order 
to  "break  up  the  crust  formed  by  the  heavy  rain.    Other  miscellaneous  ^vork, 
such  as  ditching,  cultivating  potatoes,  repairing  movers  and  other  equip- 
ment ♦  T^as  done  . 

Haying  has  commenced.     In  many  localities  the  first  cutting  will 
be  belovT  normal  on  account  of  damage  by  hail  and  freezing.    The  yield 
will  be  about  normal  at  the  Station.

Demonstrations  on  Reclamation  Projects 
Belle  Fourche 

During  the  week  ending  June  13  the  topics  for  demonstrations  for 
four  demonstration  club  teams  were  discussed  rith  the  club  leaders  and 
the  members  of  four  clubs.    One  club  demonstration  team  has  been  selected, 
and  three  others  will  be  selected  by  trials  held  in  the  near  future.  At 
two  club  meetings  work  in  the  judging  of  livestock  was  demonstrated  to 
the  club  and  prel  iminary  prac  tice  given  to  the  members  by  the  use  of  score 
cards. 

Two  meetings  were  attended  in  connection  with  the  proposed  cheese 
factory  at  Vale.    Matters  pertaining  to  methods  of  financing  and  marketing 
were  discussed  at  length. 

Pour  bands  of  sheep  were  dipped  for  the  eradication  of  scabies, 
and  three  yards  were  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

Dr.  Niederauer,  State  veterinarian,  concluded  testing  work  at  the 
present  time  for  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis  among  dairy  cattle.  Five 
additional  herds  of  the  project  are  now  fully  accredited.

The  latter  part  of  the  week  was  spent  in  making  final  arrangements 
and  advertising  the  farm  tours  and  dairy  meeting  to  be  held  the  following 
week;  meeting  with  the  Charlo  community  fair  committee  to  assist  them  in 
making  preliminary  arrangements;  correspondence,  farm  calls,  etc. 

One  flock  of  138  hens  ^as  culled,  53  "being  removed  for  market. 
Taberculosis  was  demonstrated  in  flock  of  one  poultry  raiser;  coccidiosis 
was  demonstrated  in  another  flock.     Treatment  was  advised  for  garget  and 
for  milk  suppression.     Two  men  ^ere  advised  regarding  registration  of 
alfalfa  for  seed.     The  Ldormon  cricket  situ?.tion  near  Charlo  was  investig- 
ated.

ewe  supply  for  project  farmers. 

Butter-fat  is  39  and  37  cents.    Eggs  are  bringing  30  cents  in 

trade . 

It  has  rained  intermittently  nil  the  ^eek  ending  June  13.  The 
alfalfa  is  ready  to  cut,  and  ccnuliviied  v-oather  unfavorable  to  hay-making 
will  result  in  a  coarse  first  cutting  and  a  dolayed  and  short  second  cut- 
ting.    Some  alfalfa  l:as  "been  cut  and  is  siifferJng  in  quality  from  the 
rains.    G-rains  are  looking  fine,  except  corn,  which  is  slow,  due  to  cool 
weather  prevailing  during  the  ^esk  and  for  some  time  previously. 

Farm  tours  '^ere  conducted  Tuesday  and  ".Yednesday,  with  a  dairy 
meeting  on  Wednesday  afternoon.    Mr.  J.  0.  Tretsven,  State  extension 
dairy  specialist,  participated  in  the  tours  and  meeting.     A  Project  ?air 
committee  meeting  was  attonc^ed  the  first  of  the  week.    A  mass  meeting  at 
Ronan  was  held  on  Saturday  "by  the  people  of  the  Valley,  at  'i^hich  time 
the  Uth  of  July  picnic  was  "briefly  discussed  and  water  problems  given 
attention . 

The  dairj''  program  ^as  discussed  with  Tretsven,  and  a  conference 
with  Mr.  Lott,  assistant  State  county  agent  leader,  was  held.  Phenol 
treatment  for  abortion  was  explained  to  a  dairyman.

The  ^ course  T  as  put  on  by  the  county  agent  in  Dawes  County 
for  the  benefit  of  landowners  on  the  new  Pitney  project.     This  is  a 
private  project,  just  about  completed,  comprising  about  10,000  acres. 
The  land  under  the  ditch  i-s  o-^ed  by  twenty  men.    The  cost  of  constructing 
the  ditch  is  $U2  an  acre. 

The  course  consisted  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  ditch  con- 
struction, use  of  water,  cropuing  syi^tems,  and  livestock  on  reclamation 
projects.     The  latter  subject  -^as  handled  by  the  agriculturist. 

Two  days  "^ere  spent  with  the  county  a^enb  in  Morrill  County.  A 
demonstration  and  lecture  on  poultry  diseases  was  given  Tuesday  evening,

Uncompah^re 

During  the  week  ending  June  13  the  remainder  of  the  ton-litter 
entries  in  Delta  County  ^ere  ear-marked.     In  all  only  eight  of  the  twenty 
entries  have  "been  kept  in  the  contest  to  date,  others  being  dropped 
"because  of  too  small  a  number  of  pigs  in  the  litters    or  a  shortage  of 
feed. 

Two  club  meetings  were  held  in  Delta  County,  and  some  time  was 
spent  in  trying  to  locate  lambs  for  the  sheep  club  there.  Twanty-five 
boys  are  enrolled  in  the  livestock  clubs  of  Garnet  Mesa,  where  a  strong 
community  club  is  backing  the  boys'  and  girls'  climbs. 

A  poultry  club  meeting  and  t^o  public  m.ee tings  were  held  in  Mont- 
rose County  ^ith  the  State  poultry  specialist,  who  spent  the  entire  week 
in  Montrose  with  the  county  agent  and  the  project  agriculturist,  holding 
meetings  on  the  farms  of  some  of  the  poultry  demonstrators  and  visiting 
'the  others.    He  will  spend  next  week  in  Delta  County  on  the  same  work. 
Care  of  growing  chicks  is  the  principal  work  being  discussed  at  this  time, 
with  some  attention  being  given  to  plans  for  poultry  houses. 

A  call  was  received  to  inspect  a  herd  of  hogs  in  which  three  pigs 
had  died.    Cholera  was  suspected  by  the  owner,  but  no  evidence  of  this 
disease  could  be  found.     The  local  veterinarian  was  taken  to  see  the 
herd  and  recommended  a  \faccination  ^ith  a  "Mixed-infection"  preparation; 
this  Was  used,  and  no  further  loss  has  ocburred. 

The  Sta^e  veterinarian  and  E.A.I,  inspector  in  charge  visited 
Montrose  and  Delta  Counties  this  week  and  held  .meetings  at  both  places 
to  discuss  the  tuberculin  testing  in  this  district.    A-i  arrangement  is 
being  worked  out  for  the  cities  to  co-operate  with  the  State  and  Federal 
officials  in  carrying  on  the  work.    According  to  this  plan,  the  local 
authorities  ^ill  see  that  the  test  is  made  at  local  expense, and  the  own- 
ers of  cattle  ^-ill  be  paid  for  reactors  from  State  and  Federal  funds.

The  meteorological  data  recorded  at  this  station  for  the  week 
ending  June  20  follows:    Mean  maximum  temperature  87,  maximum  93 
the  19th  and  20th;  mean  minimum  U9.6,  minimum  39  on  the  15th.  There 
was  .02  of  an  inch  of  rainfall  on  the  20th. 

The  work  at  the  station  has  consisted  of  hauling  and  stacking 
hay,  cultivating  the  garden,  and  trimming  up  about  the  premises.

Four  purebred  Ayrshire  bulls  were  placed  during  the  week,  two 
of  them  going  to  members  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  Ayrshire  club.

Crop  prospects  in  the  Valley  are  generally  considered  to  be  the 
best  in  the  history  of  the  Project.    Rain  has  been  plentiful  for  the ^ 
last  few  weeks  and  everything  is  growing  well.

San  Antonio 

Locai  showers  occurred  throughout  the  San  Antonio  region  during 
the  week  ending  June  Zj.    All  Trere  of  an  extrCTiely  local  character  and 
provided  only  enough  moisture  to  temporarily  relieve  the  drought-  On 
a  portion  of  the  Experiment  ?arm  and  in  some  small  areas  throughout 
the  area  there  vras  sufficient  precipitation  to  intiUre  the  germination 
of  cotton  and  sorghum  seed  ^.ich  had  previously  failed  to  emerge  "because 
of  dry  soil.    The  following  meteorological  data  were  recorded  at  the 
station:    Maximum  temperature  101,  minimum  68,  and  greatest  daily  range 
28;  precipitation  .7^  inch:  sky  clear  11  days,  partly  cloudy  3  days. 

The  spotted  stands  of  cotton  on  the  rotation  plats  rere  thinned 
June  19  and  20.    On  six  of  the  plats  there  was  no  stand  "^atever.  The 
poor  stands  originally  ohtained  on  some  plats  ha.ve  "been  further  reduced 
"by  May  "beetles,  "which  have  heen  present  in  unusually  large  nunhers  for 
the  past  two  months. 

Corn,  milo  ,  and  sorghum  in  planted  rows  'were  given  t-^o  cultiva- 
tions.   All  fallow  plats  and  fields  were  cultivated  '^ith  disk  and 
"cyclone"  harrows.    Orchards  and  vineyards  were  also  cultivated.  The 
vigor  ^ith  which  the  Johnson  grass  continues  to  gro^  in  spite  of  the 
drought  and  frequent  cultivation  is  remarkahle. 

Rotation  plats  A5-11  and  15  ^ere  disked  deeply  and  planted  to 
THiippoorwili  cowpeas,  in  2U-inch  rows,  June  22. 

Other  work  performed  during  the  period  has  included  weeding 
grounds,  nurseries,  orchards,  and  rotation  plats:  watering  orchard  trees 
and  vines  set  out  the  past  '"'•inter;  repairing  and  painting  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  at  the  Farm  Mess;  and  huilding  a  small  separator  for 
threshing  the  "bundles  of  flax  from  the  nursery  planting.

The  humid  leather  this  season  is  approximately  two  ^^eeks 
earlier  than  normal.     Several  da^^'s  ^ere  cloudy "but t,  so  far  no  precipita- 
tion has  "been  reported. 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  on  the  Project  is  estimated  to  "be 
25,000  acres  in  the  Yuma  Valley  and  S,6C0  on  the  California  side  of  the 
river.    Up  to  the  present  time  the  condition  of  the  cotton  is  reported 
to  he  92  psr  cent  of  normal.     Some  shedding  is  reported  to  have  taken 
place  in  occasional  fields,  and  some  of  the  cotton  has  suffered  from 
this  early  hot  and  humid  weather. 

The  prospects  at  this  time  for  a  normal  alfalfa  seed  crop  are 
very  favorahle.    On  those  fields  -cohere  only  one  hay  crop  ^as  removed 
this  springe  the  seed  is  no^  nell  set  and  harvesting  ^ill  commence  in 
ahout  ten  days.    Other  fields  ^here  t^^o  crops  of  hay  "^^ere  removed  are 
noT  heavily  in  hlossom.     Ute  flood  condition  of  the  Colorado  Hiver  this 
I     season  is  helo^  normal  •     "The  maxim"i2n  flo^  recorded  at  Yuma  has  heen 

around  ^-^0,000  second-feet.     Information  from  the  T^eather  Bureau  on  con- 
ditions up  the  river  indicates  that  another  very  Ip^  river  '^ill  "be 
reported  during  the  summer  months.     Some  sections  of  this  country  are 
depending  a  great  deal  on  summer  rains  on  the  Colorado  River  '"atershed 
to  help  out  during  thes6  months. 

Cotton  on  the  station  is  ^^ell  into  the  flo-^eting  stage  and  has 
"been  given  its  second  irrigation.    The  third  crop  of  alfalfa  has  "been 
removed  from  the  variety  test  and  the  irrigated  rotations.    Alfalfa  seed 
on  the  fertilizer  tests" '^^as  cut  on  June  2U.    Other  station  ^ork  performed 
during  the  week  consisted  of  plowing  under  s^eet  clover  on  D  J)2~41; 
planting  grain  sorghuA  on  the  rotations;  planting  cotn  on  the  plat  varia- 
tion test  series;  hoeing  cotton;  and  general  irrigating  and  cultivating.

A  purebred  cor  and  calf  rere  Selected  for  :.'r .  Lyons  and  purchased  by  him. 
All  these  were  of  Eolstein  breeding. 

A  community  meeting  ■'^as  held  at  Ch*rlo  to  investigate  the  Mormon 
cricket  sit'oation,  the  agriculturist  being  called  on  in  this  connection. 
Farmers  have  individually  also  asked  for  information  for  the  control  of 
these  crickets.

Milk  testings;  occupied  the  first  part  of  the  week  ending  June  27, 
se-^T^n  herds  "being  tested.    One  of  the  men  ^rho  "began  testing  a  fer?  months 
ago  ai^d  E-old  three  of  his  co^s  and  heifers  after  the  fii-st  test  is  plan- 
ning to  sell  his  entire  herd  except  three  head  that  he  bought  recently. 
One  Jersey  cow,  purchased  for  $75  after  he  hegaJi  testing,  is  no'^  pro- 
ducing from  t^o  to  four  times  as  much's.s  his  other  cows  although  fresh 
no  longer  than  most  of  the  others.    He  wants  to  "buy  some  other  cows  as 
good  as  this  one.    Tests  of  most  of  the  cows  are  running  low  at  this 
time  of  year. 

Some  time  was  spent  with  members  of  the  sheep  clubs  in  connec- 
tion with  the  offer  of  the  State  Reformatory  to  sell  registered  ewe 
lambs  at  low  prices  to  club  members.    Requests  for  30  Ismbs  have  been 
received,  and  it  is  planned  to  make  a  trip  to  the  Reformatory  with  a 
truck  to  bring  the  lambs  back.     The  Commissioners  of  Montrose  County 
have  offered  the  use  of  a  truck  for  this  purpose.    A  trip  ^as  also  made 
to  Cimarron  in  Montrose  County  on  Friday  to  see  some  lambs  and  e^r^es  for 
sale  there.    Some  of  these  may  be  used. 

A  meeting  of  the  County  U-H  Club  was  held  in  a  grove  near  Olathe 
on  Friday  evening  to  discuss  plans  for  a  summer  club  camp.    Delta  County 
clubs  plan  for  a  four-day  encampment  on  Orand  Mesa  in  August  and  have 
invited  the  clubs  of  Montrose  County  to  join  them.    It  was  decided  to 
accept  this  invitation. 

A  coiTimunity  club  meeting  was  attended  near  Delta  to  discuss  club 
work  and  a  community  program.     The  community  is  planning  to  build  a 
two-room  school  house,  a  basement  having  been  constructed  two  or  three 
years  ago  which  has  served  for  school  purposes  and  which  will  be  used 
as  a  club  room  when  the  building  is  completed.     Plans  are  being  made 
to  install  a  strong  electric  lighting  system  and  a  motion-picture 
machine.
